BLOOD MONEY IN PERSIA.

A Persinn wurderer may pay blood 
money tn leu of bis own Ife. The 
manner tn which this is calculated ts 
one of the most complicated things 
about Persian law. A woman ts worth 
ouly half a man, and so a wan cannot 
be executed for the murder of a mere 
woman, <A husband whose wife bad 
been killed by his steward was obliged 
first to pay half the steward's blood 
price to the min’s relations, and thus 
the steward, baving been reduced to 
the value of half a man, equal to one 
Whole woman, was logally executed, 

From this principle it follows that a 
tan who has killed two women can be 
condemned to death, as equality is not 
Infringed. If the murder of a woman 
be committed by several men the 
friends, upon whose initiative alone 
ainy proceedings can take place, can de- 
tand the death of but one of the mur 
derers and always by paying the dif 
ference in the price of blood. On 
Same ground if two women murder a 
man the death of both can be demand 
ed, 

Evidently one could make a consid 
erable fortune in Persia by getting one's 
men folk murdered by a woman apiece 
Much the same plan Is carrled out in 
the case of minor injuries, with this 
curious additlon—that the part of the 
body paid for ts considered to be the 
property of the one who pays the blood

They Are Sometimes a Gain to Those

People who have read accounts of 
great forest fires may be surprised to 
learn that, in place of loss, such fires 
are sometitnes a guin® te the owner. 
The loss in lumber if cut within a few 
years is small, and the removal of un 
derbrush reduces the of lumber 
ing. 

That a forest fire could in any way 
be a benefit and not an injury seems

more timber is destroyed by tire every 
year than is converted Into lumber.

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ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


Tho Jannary, 1912, issue of the 
Rollins Magazine, » Boston pub- 
lication, contains a clearcut article 
on “The future of Electric KRail- 
way Securities” from the pen of 
Major General William A. Ban- 
croft, President of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, who 
is expert authority on the subject, 
from which it nppeirs that the 
owners and managers of such pro- 
perties do not always find smooth 
sailing, but have troubles of their 
own like other people. The ar- 
ticle is embellished with a good 
likeness of President Bancroft. 

In order to get its true drift 
and exact meaning the production 
must be carefully studied as a 
whole; it does not yield extracts 
to aid the reviewer in his work. 
It etarts out with this encouraging 
statement; 

“The outlook for Investora in 
Electric Railways securities has 
improved visibly in the past two 
or three years. Not that it is to- 
day glowingly roseate. The 
notion that every Strect Railway 
Company holds the equivalent of 
ahighly lucrative gold mine in 
the horde of nickels which it col- 
lects from the public has been 
rather generally dispelled among 
the well informed.” 

Farther on in his article Prosi 
dent Bancroft says: 

‘¢As customers as well as invest- 
ors the public’s interest in Urban 
and Interurban Electric transport- 
ation has been enormous. Some 
620 electric Railway Companies— 
or about one-half the total number 
reported—gave detailed reports of 
the results of operation in 1910. 
These Companies carried a total 
of 6,046,068,372 passengers. 
Their traffic, therefore, was as if 
each American in the twelve 
months rode sixty times on their 
lines. Their gross revenue 
amounted to $478,873, 671—a 
payment of nearly five dollars per 
year per person, for transportation 
of passengers, and, in some local- 
ities, of parcels.” 

Instead of being a dry subject, 
as the average layman might pos- 
sibly think, in the © skilful 
hands of Major General Bancroft 
the paper, which concludes in 
these words, is entertaining as 
well as instructive: 

“Yet it is not to be supposed 
that utilities which serve the needs 
of twenty billion passengers a 
year will ever be allowed to come 
to griet. Rather will electric 
traction continue to be developed 
until every city and village is in- 
cluded in the great transportation 
system of the Nution.”

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The New Administration 


The Woburn City Administration 
for the current year was inangurated 
in the Council Chamber at 3 o'clock 
Monday aflernoon, Jan, 1, 1912 

After the customary ceremonies 
Hon. Hugh D. Murray took the oath 
and assumed the offlee of Mayor of 
Woburn for his fourth term, and then 
proceeded to deliver a formal Inangural 
Address. 

The Address was a well writien 
public document which treated clearly 
and teraely several subjects, among 
which were: Financial condition of 
the City, State and Metropolitan obli 
gations, Metropolitan Qouncil, Public 
Health, Rapid Transit, Pensiona for 
City Employees, Iodustrin! Conditions, 
Insurance, Sewers, Borrowing Capac 
ity, ote. No attempt was made by 
Mayor Murray to elaborate exhaustive: 
ly these subjects, but enough was avid 
to indicate his position concerning 
them.

The Woburn Budget begins the year 
1859 with a notice of Count Rumford. 
Kreezing cold weather began wit) 
opening year, and a man employed at 
ice cutting on Horn Pond had both feet 
frozen Steam whistles on the tanner 
ies were a new thing in the town, the 
Pollarda leading with one, which was 
blown three times daily, followed by A 
Thompson & Oo., with a rousing one 


A Thompson & Oo.’s whistle blew | 


its first blast ata late hour, last Satur 
day evening (Jan, 15, 1859) rather 
startling those of our quist citizens who 
had not read of its screaming powers 

Another account says, that ata late 
hour on that Saturday night, some of 
the workmen at Thompson's shop, 
‘-when the greater portion of the inhab 
itants were soug in their beds,” essayed 
to try the whistle, and letting on the 
steam, ‘the thing gave a most unearth: 
ly snort, startling to all who had eara 
to hear, and soloud that it was dia 
tioetly heard at Wilmington. A aue 
cession of snorta followed, each louder 
and less musical than the firat, and the 
thing closed finally with one grand 
double bass roar which made the earth 
tremble and the air vibrate.” 

Joho Bacon & Co, were reported 
to be about to add «a whistle to their 
patent leather works at Cummingaville, 
and Wiou, Eaton & Co , North Wo- 
burn, and $.O Pollard & Co. were 
already supplied with these ‘*noisy 
customers,” and the whistling in Wo- 
burn will be done by steam hereafter. 

Thus the use of steam whistles on 
the tanneries, to call together and = dis- 
miss the men employed, began in Wo 
burn. I remember very well that 
Saturday evening in 1559, when the 
first trial of the large steam whistle on 
Chompson’s tannery was made, and 
the surprise that its peculiar sound 
gave the people. They have become 
very much more accustomed to such 
sounds, io the more than fifty years 
that have elapsed since. lt was 
great ambition of the manufacturers to 
have the largest whistle, and the boys 
of that date could distinguish by the 
sound the location of every whistle 
then in use. Bells oo the churches, 
schoolhouses, and the depot, were rung 
with more frequence than recently, 
and vne man who went from Woburo 
to live elsewhere, told the present 
writer that he was giad to get away 
from such «@ neisy bellringing town 
Singularly, [ have heard no one com- 
plain of the tanuery steam whistles 
There is an inspiration in their call to 
useful labor, and a Satisfaction in the 
signal to show that it is done. Besides, 
the sound is an infrequent one, aod vot 
too frequent, like the former ringing of 
the sehoolhouse and depot bells, which 
our acquaintance complained of as an 
annoyance 

A whistle is an instrument in which 
steam is forced into a cavily or against 
a thin edye. That so simple a mechan- 
ism should make such a voise was a 
wonder to the Woburn people for some 
time after its introduction Such 
things ov a verv much ainaller scale lind 
been used on locomotives the rail 
rounds, and thus were not uufamiliar to 
the uverage person, but the noise of 
this pew whistle was greater, and cer- 
tainly seemed very different. 

Joho B Doyle, while at work cut 
ting ice on Kendall's Pood, in the very 
cold weather of the first of January, 
1859, slipped and fell into tbe water 
The editor made the following com 
twnment: ‘Considering that even the 
mercury was congealed in sosae locali 
ties that day, the situation of our friend 
as he cooly travelled homewards, can 
better be imagined than described.”” 

Apropos of the cold weather at this 
period, one authority reported a certain 
Monday as the coldest day since 1808 

Christmas trees came first into notice 
in Woburo io 1858. There was a 
large ove in a bouse on Academy Hill. 
Another was **gotten up” by members 
of the High School. Avother tree was 
provided for the ‘little folks” on Ben- 
nett street. Others were provided for 
the scholars in different public schools. 
Another ‘*at the spacious brown mao 
sion on New Boston street.” The 
editor concluded his observations with 
the statement: '** With each returvivg 
year we hope the Christmas trees will 
be found yielding their ever acceptable 
fruits."’—Journal, Jauuary 1, 1859. 

English Balmoral Boots, from the 
manufactory of F, K. Cragin, were 
tirst introduced in Woburao, in January 
1859. ‘They were considered superior 
to any thing of the same kind, and 
had three thicknesses of French calf on 
the toe, and (wo thicknesses all around 
the foot, besides the soles were of thick 
Penusylvania leather. 


Some surgical instruments, made by 
Frauklin Keyes of Woburn, at this 
period, were commeuded for au excel 
lence of fioish, which would do hooor 
to the most experienced iostrument 
makers. 

Ata Social Levee at Kast Woburo 
op January 21, 1859, a young lady of 
fast Woburu, ber mother, and grand 
mother, wll excelleut dancers, were 
seeo dancing io the same cotillon, aud 
in the same set. The grandmother it 
is suid, enjoyed herself very much, and 
was 8 lively as # cricket, poing 
through with several dances in u 
manouer that astonished the young 
folks It waa said of the same party 
that fen youug ladies, **hoops and all,” 
rode at one time ip # free team for that 
occasion, provided fot the use of the 
‘fairer portion of creation.” 

In January, 1859, Charles 
agent ol the North Woburn Oopibus 
Oo , secured stock sufficient to obtain 
an eighteen passenger omoibus for the 
North Woburn route 

In February, 1859 the present 
Stoneham Braoch Railroad, through 
Montvale, was coulemplated, and the 
route, **through rather crooked,” was 
deemed an easy one, 

Washington's Birthday, 1859, was 
celebrated in Woburn, by the ringing 
of bells, hoisting of flags, aod a few 
demonstrations ia the way of guupow- 
dr. 

A sewing machioe, in this month, 
which makes the neatest etiteh, and 
does the quickest work, waa on exbibit 
ion at ‘Teare’s (tailor’s) sbop, Main 
street, Woburn, This was the first 
introduction of this new and woudertul 
invention to the people of Wobuaro

MAKING GOLD PENS, 


The Metals That Are Uged and tho 
Process of Manufacture.” 

The tiny Up of white metal seen on 
the under side of the potat of a gold 
pen May be of platinum, but it is more 
likely to be iridium, Iridium is a very 
hard metal, and it is expensive, It 
costs nbout four times as much as gold, 
The parpose of the iridium tip ts, of 
course, to give the pen a more durable 
point 

Th p 


id pen maker buys his gold at 
Noe dn bars of pure 24 carat 
je melts and alloys with 
‘ind copper to the degree of fine- 
required, Gold of 14 carats is 
used in the manufacture of the best 
American gold pens, that being the de 
gree of fineness deemed most suitable 
for pen use, but good pens made in 
this country for sale in France are 
made of 18 carats, the French jovern 
ment requiring that all articles exposed 
for sale in that country os made of 
gold shall be of not less than 18 car- 
ats. 

The gold from which the pens are to 
be made is rolled and rerolled until 
whit was originally a thick, heavy bar 
of gold has been rolled into a thin gold 
ribbon about three feet in length by 
four itches wide. Then this gold rib 
bon fs put into a machine which 
stamps out of it pen shapes, all still 
flat, Then on the top of each of these 
pen shapes is fused the iridium point, 
and then the shapes go to a slitting 
machine, which cuts the slit in the 
pen,, From the slitting machine the 
pens go through nnother, which gives 
them their rounded, familiar pen form, 
and then the pens are ground and pol- 
ished and finished ready for use. 

American gold pens in fountain pens 
or as dip pens are sold in every coun 
try in Europe In competition with pens 
of British or of German manufacture, 
and under the same competition they 
are sold throughout the world in South 
America, Africa, Japan, China, wher 
ever pens are used.—New York Sun. 


SILENT MEN. 


Wallenstein, Who Never Smiled, Was 
the Most Dramatic of All. 
Washington's reserve made him 
stiff, formal and ill at ease in compa- 
ny, but it also prevented his plans 
from being betrayed to the enemy and 
the country from being deceived by 

his promises. 

William the Silent was frugal of 
words, bechuse ft reserve that conceal- 
ed his designs, even from those acting 
with him, was necessary to the inde 
pendence of the Netherlands. 

The most dramatic of silent men 
was Wallenstein, the antagonist of 
Gustavus Adolphus and the comman 
der of the emperor's armies in the 
Thirty Years’ war. Te insisted that 
the deepest silence should reign around 
him, His officers took care that no 
loud conversation should disturb their 
general, They knew a chamberlain 
had been hanged for waking him with- 
out orders, and an officer who would 
wear clanking spurs is the command- 
er’s presence had been secretly put to 
death. In the rooms of Wallenstein's 
palace the servants glided as if phan 
toms, and a dozen sentinels moved 
around his tent charged to secure the 
silence the general demanded, Chains 
were stretched across the streets and 
roads in order to guard him nguinst 
the disturbance of sounds.

Text of the Lesson, Luke i, 5-23, 
Memory Verses, 15, 16—Golden Text, 
Heb, xi, 6—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Notice In the opening verses that 
Luke says to his friend that he ts 
about to set forth a declaration of 
things most surely believed, that) he 
might know the certainty of those 
things. May all who study these les- 
sons he most surely believers, knowing 
the certainty of all things written in 
the whole Bible. 

It seems to me that Luke must have 
had in mind the words of Proy, xxii, 
21, "That | might make thee know 
the certainty of the words of truth, 
that thou mightest answer the words 
of truth to them that send unto thee.” 
Thank God for a book of certainties 
concerning things beyond the wisdom 
of men and concerning Him of whom 
the whole book tells, the Creator, Re 
deemer, Judge, the Head of the church, 
the Messinh of Israel, the King of 
kings and Lord of lords. Matthew 
writes of Him as Wing of the Jews, 
Murk tells of the perfect servant, 
Luke deseribes Him as man, the Son 
of Man, and John Him the 
Son of God, reminding us of the four 
faces of the cherubim, the Hon, the ox, 
the man, the eagle. He was foretold 
as the coming one from Gen. ili, 15, 
onward, and He often appeared as a 
man before Tle eanie as the Son of 
Mary. But We was the Creator of all 
things and yet set apart as the Re- 
deemer before the world was (John 
i, 1-3; Col. i, 16, 17; I Pet. 1, 20). The 
Ifoly Spirit who wrote the whole of 
this book fotetold both by Isaiah and 
Malachi that a certain one would pre- 
cede Him and herald His coming and 
prepare the way before Him (Isa. xl, 
3, 4; Mal ill, 1) The angel Gabriel 
confirms this in verse 17 of our lesson. 

Iferod reminds us of the great ad- 
versary, the devil, to whom he _ be- 
longed and whom he served so well, 
but God works out His purposes in 
spite of all adversaries and makes 
even the wrath of man to praise Him 
(Ps. Ixxvi, 10). Herod belonged to the 
line of Cain, which will be consum- 
mated in the coming antichrist, or 
wicked one, or beast of Dan. xi, 36, 45; 
IL Thess. ff, 8, 9; Rev. xix, 19, 20, 

Zacharias and Elizabeth are in the 
line of Abel and belong to Him who 
shall yet overcome, the Lamb, who is 
also the Lord of the whole earth. How 
beautiful the testimony concerning 
them In verse 6, “They were both 
righteous before God, walking In all 
the commandments and ordinances of 
the Lord, blameless.” Their standing 
before Ged was correct, for they could 
say, “In the Lord have I righteousness 
and strength,” and they relied upon 
the blood which maketh atonement for 
the soul (Isa. xlv, 24; Ley. xvii, 11). 
They lived according to Mie. vi, 8, 
doing justly, loving merey and walk- 
ing humbly with God, Yet in their life 
story there were a loneliness and a 
long unanswered prayer (verses 7, 13).

The prayer had been heard from its 
first utterance, but God's time had not 
come. Let us never doubt that He 


hears us, but let us be gladly patient 
as we wait for Him (Ps. xxxvil, 7).

MAGNET MARVELS 


Modern Giants That Raise Tons 
of Metal at a Time. 


LIFT BILLETS HOT OR COLD. 


A Single One of These Monsters With 
Invisible Magic Fingers Will Do the 
Work of Half a Hundred Men=The 
Magnet In Medicine and In Surgery. 


Those who have watched a toy mag- 
net lift up pins and needles and mar- 
veled not a little at the unseen power 
that causes the bits of metal to Jump 
might well be excused for standing 
aghast at the sight of a modern giant 
magnet picking up several tons of iron 
and steel from the scrap heap and con- 
veying it) with ind rapidity to 
the inelting furnace beyond 

So greut las been the commercial de- 
velopment of the magnet that it can 
lift tive and a half tons. These giant 
magnets used in iron and steel mills 
can pick up hot as well as cold billets, 
and a single one of this character will 
displace half a hundred workmen 

A further improvement may be not- 
ed in the combination of skull cracker 
and magnet. The skull cracker {ts a 
huge pear shaped ball of iron suspend- 
ed by a chain to a hook and steel 
ropes. This skull cracker is dropped 
with great force on scrap metal to be 
broken up for remelting. It breaks the 
metal into conveniently small pleces 
and is lifted up and down by the mag- 
het until the serap is reduced t® prop- 
er size. Then the invisible fingers of 
the magnet gather up the small pieces 
and carry them to the melting @irnace 
The entire operation is acce Mlished 
In one-hundredth of the time formerly 
required by manual labor 

More recently magnets have been 
enmiployed in the milling industry to 
pick out small particles of metal that 
frequently get into flour and cause ex- 
plosions through friction when they 
come in contact with the big rollers. 
Not a particle of metal can escape the 
powerful magnets suspended over the 
chute through which the grain passes. 

In mining and metallurgical work 
the magnet has become an indispensa- 
ble labor saving agent. The magnetic 
separation of ores has saved thousands 
of dollars to mining companies. When 
the rocks are erushed and pulverized 
powerful magnefS gather up the tin- 
finitesimal parts of meta: released from 
thelr beds and them to the 
smelting furnace. Quantities of ore 
can thus be saved from old tailings 
that were formerly considered pure 
waste, 

Recently commercial magnets were 
employed for the novel purpose of rals- 
ing sunken treasures. A big cargo of 
nalls was lost in twenty fathoms of 
water, and the loss seemed irreparable 
until some enterprising genius raised 
them easily and cheaply by means of 
a magnet suspended from a derrick by 
steel cables.

A Firemen’s Union Ball occurred in 


February, 1859. The Grenoble Hemp 
Hose was used by the Fire Department 
of Woburn, at this date, as superior to 
leather hose. A table in the Central 
House caught fire from a fluid lamp, 
but the blaze was extinguished hefore 
any damage was done (Feb. 12, 1859 ) 
The firemen’s union ball (Feb) 16, 
1859) proved a most successful affair 
The best of order and social feeling 
prevailed, It was wot alwaya 
among the different companies, as jeal 
ousy between them, and want of co 
hesion under a generally accepted head, 
caused too great independence and divi 
sion of interest and authority 

“Etta W. P.,” of Shaker Glen (later

Mra. Etta Pierce Symonds) began 
writing for the papers in 1859. 
The house of Dr. Benjamin Cutter 


caught fire, March $1, 1859,—and the 
preeent writer was nearly suffocated by 
the smoke. Dr. Cutter, on returning 
from visiting # patient, at ten o'clock 
at night, found the rear part of his 
dwel ing-house [present Dr. Sanborn’s 
house) filled with sinoke, and flames 
issuing from the wall in the kitchen, 
The alarm was promptly given aud the 
ueighbors quickly responded and kept 


the fire under until a stream from the 
fire engines effectually fioished the 
work. ‘The whole departinent then of 
four companies were quickly on the 


sceue, the damage however was amall 

lo March, 1859, Mr. E W. Hud

The past and present members of 
the Woburn High School met for a re- 
union, March 21, 1859. 

The Budget for the date of April 1,

| vide page a fearful April Ist story 
jabout a capsized locomotive on the 
railroad track between Horn Pond 
station and the Centre Depot. Some

At a concert, in April, 1859, given 
ia our Lyceum Hall, by a company 
from Stoneham, one of the base sing- 
era ‘texecuted a legato movement” by 

| sliding, accidently, off his seat to the 
floor below the stage. As the piece 
being sung was the popular ‘*Oantata 
}of the Haymakers,” the paper stated, 
that by the aid of **the mowers,” the 
unfortunate singer regained his position 
and made no further attempt at *‘solo 
passages,” 

A Singing School kept by Mr. B. 
F. Baker closed for the season on 
April5 1859, after a course of twenty- 
four lessons 

The ancient trees, which stood io 
the street in front of the Central House 
were removed in April, 185%, to the 
regret of some, and the approval of 
others. They bad been, for a period 
longer than could be remembered, es 
teemed ornaments to the locality ; aud 
their shade had undoubtedly been 
upon many generations previously. 

In April, 1859, one of the cars on 
the Woburo Branch Railroad was sup 
pled with gas fixtures aod lighted with 
gas, 

Some excitemen@ about a gold field 
being discovered in Woburn occurred

about ‘the beginning of May 
1859. When investigated the story 


was found to have very slight founda- 
tion, A man on Salem atreet was 
building bis cellar wall ot stoves 
brought from a distance, and ove stone 
contained shiniog particles resembliug 
gold. They were laid aside for a long 
period, when they were assayed, and 
fouod to contain gold worth seventy 
five cents 

The First QOongregational Parish 
voted, iv May, 1859, to build «a new 
chureh edifice, the old one being too 
crowded to accommodate the congrega 
tions, 

The location of the new house was 
speedily chosen, being the ‘Joho 
Fowle coroer of Maio and 
*teasaut (Common) streeta 

The amatter about the gold mine 
breught out in the Budget for May 20, 
1859, the following facts about ao ap- 
cieut silver mine in Woburo. 

It seemed to be aw settled fact that 
silver in its outural state in this town, 
and in a location a half mile from Wo 
burn Centre, bad been mined in 1759 
(one hundred years previously) ov the 
farm of Lemuel Richardson, father of 
Mr. L G Richardsou, who proceeded 
to investigate bis father’s lands imme 
diately and found some native speci- 


estate,” 


menos, which he exhibited. A dozen 
silver buttons, bearing the date of 
1759, were said to be made of ore 
taken from thia mine. Mr. L. G. 


Richardaou bad also a lead bullet made 
from ore found on the same premises. 
This mine excited considerable interest 
at once and several persons tried its 
qualities with crowbars. It is true 
mica schist was found at the place, but 
l the above is about all the history we 
have concerning it 

Stereoscopic views were introduced 
to the publio Woburn, in May 
1859. 

Oo May 14, 1859, the Saw Factory 
ut Kast Woburn was burned to the 
ground, The fire, which occurred in 
the early morning, was caused by ap 
overheated furnace. Several fire en- 
gines from Woburn, Stoneham, and 
Winchester were present. The build- 
ing was owned by a Mr, Bigelow of 
Boston 

The Dutton children, two girls of 
pine aud eleven yeara of age and 
weighing respectively 18 and 15 pounds 
aud only 26 and 28 inches in height, 
gave an eplertaioment in the Lyceum 
Hall, on May 24 and 25, 1859. Thay 
claimed to be the smallest girls tn the 
world, aod sang the songs **Gentle 
Anoie,” "Darling Nellie Gray,” 
**Rosulie the Prairie Flower,” ‘Old 
Cabin Home,” **Hazel Dell,” ** Willie, 
We have missed you,” **The Mouo 
tian Mnida’ Tovitation” “OQ Gome, 
Cowe Away,” and others ‘Their par 
vols were of ordinary stature, and the 
other children of the family were of 
normal size. 

The steam railroad changed its time 
to accommodate Woburn patrons dur 
ing ‘Anniversary Week” A tew 
years previously this would have beeo 
impossible. A change of manage 
ment of the road resulted iu a more ac 
commodating disposition,

FRENCH AND GERMAN COLORS 


Supposed Origin of the Tricolor and 
the Teuton Flag. 

For tive centuries black and white 
have been the Hohenzolleru colors, and 
the first verse of the German war song, 
“Ieh bin cin Preusse.” is: 
lama Prussian! Know ye not my ban- 

yer’ 

Bérore ine floats my flag of black and 

white! 
My fathers died for freedom; ‘twas thelr 
manner 
say these 
sight. 

The mercantile marine tricolor of 
black, white und red is emblematic of 
the joining of the Hohenzollern black 
and white with the red and white, 
which was the ensign of the Hanseatic 
league. This flag came into being 
when the North German Confederacy 
was established, Noy. 25, 1867, at the 
The 
red and white represent the commer- 
vial prosperity of the nation, while the 
black and white symbolize the strong 
arm of the state prepared to protest 
and foster it. 

Nowhere have historical events caus- 
ed so much change in the standards 
and national ensigns of a country as in 
France. The orifiimme and the chape 
de St. Martin were succeeded at the 
end of the sixteenth century, when 
Henry IIl., the lust of the house of 
Valois, came to the throne, by the 
white standard powdered fleur-de-lis, 
That in turn gave place to the famous 
tricolor which was introduced at the 
time of the revolution, but the origin 
of that tlag and its colors is a disputed 
question, Some maintain that the in- 
tention was to combine in the flag the 
blue of the chape de St. Martin, the 
red of the oriflamme and the white flag 
of the Bourbons.

STENCIL LETTERS, 


Used by Writers and Iluminators In 
the Early Ages. 

Movable characters were known to 
the vucients, They were used in teach 
ing children to rend. The ancients 
had also stencil letters, which they 
used to secure a regular style of pen- 
manship, They even made use of 
plites, this open cut, containing an 
entire qnige. Tt was placed on the 
papyrus to guide the pens of children, 
mt ‘ent means,” salth Quinti 
oh. te crn them not to exceed the 
desired proportions.” The Emperor 
Justinian (A, D. 618) could peltber read 
nor Write, an unexampled thing tn 
one of such high rank. When it was 
necessary for bim to sign his name 
he bad a sheet of gold through which 
were cut the letters of his name 
“Then,” sald Procoplus, “placing this 
tablet on the paper, one conducted the 
hand of the prince, holding the atylus 
dipped in purple on the type of the 
different letters, and took away the 
writing furnished with his signature.” 
The same thing 1s reported of King 
Theodorie and of Charlemagne. 

In the middle ages the {illuminators 
and decorators made much of such tab- 
lets for tracing involved initial letters 
und even in a way composed entire 
works, such as copies of the plain 
songs, etc. A chartered abbey near 
Mayence possessed some sixty of the 
alphabets cut in leaves of latoun, a 
copper alloy. Later these patterns 
were replaced by stamps whose {m 
print 1s proved by the evidences on 
the reverse of the page as early as 
the thirteenth century. In 1288 the 
monks of Fribourg published a treatise 
relating to money in this way, and it 
seems, according to a passage in Pliny 
and another in Petronius, that these 
stencils were used to publish figures 
and designs as well.—Charles W. Hall 
in National Magazine. 


SUPREME COURT GOWNS. 


They Are Made of the Finest Silk and 
Are Quite Costly. 

It is said that the cut and style of 
the gowns worn by the justices of the 
supreme court of the United States are 
so peculiar that {it 1s not always poss!- 
ble to have one correctly made. 

The wife of a former justice used to 
enjoy telling of her trying experiences 
when she wished to have made in Par- 
is the gown her husband was to use. 
The gowns worn there by scientists, 
scholars and students differ altogether 
from those our justices wear. 

In London any clerical tailor would 
have understood the kind of gown de- 
sired, but not so in Paris. Wherefore. 
after many failures, the justice's wife 
jguve instructions to the fashionable 
modiste who made her gowns. This 
modiste was entirely successful in 
turning out a gown for the justice. 

The justice’s gowns, which are al- 
ways of the best quality of silk, cost 
upward of $100. When the supreme 
court was first organized the justices 
wore quite gaudy gowns. 

A portrait in oil of the first chief jus- 
tice, John Jay, now hangs in the rob- 
Ing room opposite the supreme court 
chainber, and in this portrait the chief 
justice is represented as wearing a 
black gown with a broad bright red 
border around the neck and down the 
front. It is edged with gray, and the 
sleeves show a red border at the top 
and bottom, also edged with gray.— 
Harper’s Weekly. 


A Curious Windstorm. 

A peculiar freak of weather is the 
storm called the “williwau.” This 
form of storm {s confined to that far- 
off island Tierra del Fuego. The coast 
is indented with deep flords crowned 
with high mountains. Down from 
their gorges drops the williwau. A 
low, hoarse muttering is heard in the 
distance. Suddenly, without the least 
preliminary puff, a fearful blast of 
wind drops upon the sea. The water 
Is not raised into waves, but driven 
into fine dust.

A HUMAN i:NIGMA 


The Count of St. Germain, a Fa- 
mous Old World Impostor. 


CLAIMED TO BE IMMORTAL. 


He Dazzled the Court of Louls XV. and 
Said He Had Lived 2,000 Years and 
Had Concocted an Elixir That Would 
Keep Him Young and Alive Forever. 


One of the greatest impostors in the 
annals of France and that the court of 
any nation bas had to deal with was 
the Count of St, Germain, whose life 
is written down nas one long mystery 
and tastes much more of fiction than 
of fact in its relating, Who he was no 
one knows nor where he came from 
nor what finally became of him, He 
suddenly appeared at the French court 
of Louis XV. in 1748. He had an af- 
fable and convincing way about him 
nnd succeeded in winning friends, Just 
who introduced him or how this hand- 
some, brilliant stranger came to be in 
troduced into the court circle is a mys- 
tery. It was at the period when the 
most rigorous etiquette was maintain. 
ed and ancestry counted for much and 
every title of nobility had to be thor- 
oughly authenticated before it was ac- 
cepted, 

No one knew St. Germain nor had 
ever heard of him when he made his 
debut at the French court, although he 
spread the report that he was 2,000 
years old and was able to convince 
many of the more susceptible into be 
lieving it. He had no records to show 
that he was entitled to the name of 
count; he had no visible means of sup 
port and yet he took up splendid quar- 
ters in Paris and lived at an extrava- 
gant rate. The French court had had 
some experience with adventurers and 
were more or less suspicious; but, in 
spite of the fact that they knew noth 
ing about him, St. Germain was receiv- 
ed with open arms and the king made 
him his boon companion. Mme, de 
Pompadour, the reigning beauty of the 
court, consulted him freely on affairs 
of state and society. So powerful did 
he become that dukes and ambassa- 
dors were among his closest friends 
and bitterest foes. 

Finally St. Germain'’s claim to im- 
mortality became the general discus 
sion among all who knew him or had 
heard of him. He claimed that he 
would never die, for had he not al- 
rendy lived 2,000 years, and natural 
ly he was pointed out as the wonder 
of the age. He spoke every language 
then known and one as fluently as the 
other. He had a positive genius for 
chemistry and astounded the world by 
he made—or pretended to 
have made—along this line. The most 
monumental of all his fakes was the 
story he told of how, having been born 
close to 800 years before Christ, he 
had found age creeping up and deter 
mined, through his skill in chemistry, 
to concoct the Hquor that would keep 
him always alive and young. The 
man’s perfect and intimate knowledge 
of all history led many people to be- 
lieve this wild statement, He would 
relate personal narratives of Nero, 
Dante, Francis I, and other notables of 
former centuries, 

St. Germain also claimed to possess 
n secret of turning baser metals into 
gold and of making precious stones. 
His untraced wealth and the fact that 
he fairly blazed with diamonds lent 
credence to his stories, He was so 
‘lever in the workings of his fakes 
is not to be detected, and he was never 
proved to be a swindler, a gambler or 
a spy, though he was charged with be- 
ing all three. 

He was about fifty years old at the 
time of his appearance at the French 
‘ourt, He carried everything before 
him while he remained there, but he 
was restless and finally drifted from 
‘ourt to court and later is credited 
with having become the boon com 
panion of the Landgrave, Charles of 
Hesse, and is reported to have died fn 
Schleswig-Holstein in 1780. 

But did he die or ts he still Hving? 
Naturally he is not alive, but no one 
ever knew what became of him. Gros 
ley, an eminent scientist nnd fellow of 
the Royal society, believed he saw St. 
Germain in a French prison during the 
reign of terror in 1794. Lord Lytton in 
1860 met a man who seemed the em- 
bodiment of the old count. Van 
Damme writes of a mysterious “ma- 
Jor’ who was in the court of Louis Na- 
poleon in 1855, who was of no known 
nationality, of undiscovered origin and 
with plenty of money from a source 
none could learn. 

A man must have possessed excep- 
Yional ability asa faker and must 
have had the trick down to an art to 
have fooled such intelligent men as 
Andrew Lang, Lord Lytton, Grosley 
tnd many others, and for that reason 
te must be put down as one of the 
host monumental fakes of history.— 
Philadelphia Press.

SCHUYLER’S TOY CANAL. 


It Made the Principle of Locks Clear 
to the Dutchmen.

You will always find me in at 
the White House.” 

The executive mansion may have 
been called the White House before 
that time, but this investigator says 
that he bas never been able to find any 
record of it. If Madison did not offi 
cinte at the christening it has been 
emphatically stated by the historian 
that he took a prominent part in pub 
lishing the fact that the White House 
wis to be the name of the mansion 
Up to the time of President Madison 
the executive mansion, which is the 
legal name for it, was generally spo 
ken of as the president's house, but 
since then it has been known by its 
permanent name of White House.—hx 
change.

When Elizabeth, filled with 
the Holy Spirit, said, “Blessed is she 
that believed, for there shall be a per- 
formance of those things which were 
told her from the Lord" (verse 45), 
then Mary burst forth with, “My soul 
doth magnify the Lord, and my spirit 
hath rejoiced in God my Saviour,” clos 
Ing with, “As He spake to our fathers, 
to Abraham and to his seed forever.” 
Many of Mary's utterances remind us 
of Hannah's prayer or song in I Sam, 
il, 1-10, closing with, “He shall give 
strength unto His King and exalt the 
horn of His anointed.” This ts the 
first reference to Christ as the Messiah 
or anointed one. Compare John 1, 41 
The son of Elizabeth being born at the 
full time and the eighth day, or time 
for circumcision, having come, there 
was a little perplexity about a name 
for the boy, as some would bave him 
called by his fatier’s name, but bis 
mother said, “He shall be called John." 
They made signs to his father, who, to 
the surprise of all, wrote, “His name is 
Join” (verses 57-63). See verse 15 and 
find the other six who were called by 
hame before they were born, two of 
them several hundred years before, or 
at least one. 

Notice the release of Zacharias from 
his affliction which came upon him be- 
eause of unbelief, Faith in Jesus 
Christ, the reception of Him as one's 
personal Saviour, not only delivers 
from the wrath to come, but delivers 
from all bondage. The truth shall 
make you free. If the Son shall make 
you free ye shall be free indeed (John 
vill, 82, 86).

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OUR STRONGEST MUSCLES. 


The Chief One and the Largest Is the 
Gluteus Maximus. 

The strongest muscle in the buman 
body is the gluteus maximus. Hardly 
a movement of the lower extremities 
can be made without bringing it into 
play, but its chief duty is to balance 
the pelvis on the head of the thigh 
bone. It assists in carrying the leg 
forward and outward In walking, and 
Without its aid uny taovement of the 
body from the hips would be impossi 
ble. 

As it is the strongest, so is it also the 
largest muscle we possess. In the full 
grown man it can exert a foree of 110 
pounds to the square inch of its section 
in the thickest part 

Another strong muscle, which is situ 
ated in the calf of the leg, is capable 
of sustaining seven times the weight 
of the body. The great tendon which 
is Inserted in the heel bone and which 
is called tendon achilles, is also of sin 
gular strength, When removed from 
the body it has sustained u weight of 
2,000 pounds, yet sometimes by the 
sudden action of the muscles of the 
ealf, to which it belongs, it has been 
snapped across.

The Pertod ween 1867 and 1861 


WILLIAM R. CUTTRR 
XIII. 1859 


Hon. Salmon P. Chase, Governor of 
Ohio, and later celebrated as a member 
of Abraham Lincoln’s Cabinet, was io 
Woburn, Aug. 38, 1859, as the guest 
of Capt. Timothy Winn. 

A and EK BK. Thompson started 
business in North Woburn, in August, 
1859, in dry and fancy gooda, ete. 
Both brothers are still living (1912) 
in Woburn. Atthis period also, W 
A Haslam, corner of Main and Wal 
out Streets, advertised for an appren 
tice to the hat manufacturing business 
Haslam waa the last 


hatter to pursue 
that busivess in Woburn, and sonie of 
his hate, one, I remember, otf the 


stove-pipe variety, are still to be occa: 
sionally seen. 

Patrick Crehan, a well known trader 
iu Woburn, enlarged his clothing store 
in September. 1859, a second window 
being putin the front, and the appear 
ance of the building generally greatly 
improved. His specialty war ready 
made clothing and furnishing goods 

The firat time High Mass was pet- 
formed in Woburn, was on Wednesday, 


Sept. 7, 1859. The Catholic chureh 
was filled to overflowing. Covsider- 
able preparation for the ceremony had 


been made for the past few weeks, and 
‘several Protestants, as well as 
large number of Catholica,” were 
tracted to the church. The ceremon 
ies were conducted by Bishop Fitzpat 
rick of Boston, assisted by Rev. Father 
Brannigan, pastor of the Woburo 
eburch, and Rev. Fathers Haley and 
Moran. Bishop Fitzpatrick adminis- 
tered the rite of confirmation to 168 
young persons. The girls were dressed 
all in white and many of them wore 
white veils, and ‘‘presented a very 
beautiful aud impressive appearance,” 
and there was singing during the ser- 
vices by a choir of young voices from 
Cambridge. 

The days could not pass without the 
chronicle of serious railroad accidents 

Joseph Hogan, on Sept. 7, 1859, 
while at work, with others, unloading 
cars at the coal yard of A. H. Hay- 
wood, and while standing on an un 
londed car, thrown under the 
wheels, and run over, breaking his leg 
in. two places. He was taken to his 
room at the Mishawum Ilouse, and 
his leg was later amputated by Dr 
Cutter, such an operation being deemed 
necessary. 

The great military event of that year 
was the State encampment at Concord 
in September, 1859 Thousands 
visitors and the whole volunteer militia 
of the State were present. It 
markable as the firat State Muster ever 
held iu Massachusetts

the first in time, in other States. The 
distance to it, from Woburn, was 
twelve miles. ‘Lo the visitor, dust, 
which grew more dense as one ap 


proached the camp, was a prominent 
feature of the scene. The Phalaox of 
Woburn were there, with the famous 
J B. Smith as caterer. The editor of 
the Budget arrived early and dined 
with the company, and, as a matter of 
course, it was reported that he ‘fared 
well.” The camp was surrounded by 
booths for the sale of everything, and 
sharpers were as ‘thick as gruasshop- 
pers.” The editor witnessed a long 
march by all the troops. There were 
4,000 as ‘fine looking 
State can muster; and although we 
looked closely nt the tall men, we saw 
no one who could overlook cur Win- 
ning. So the Phalanx can stall boast 
the tallest man in the army.” 

The subject of the enthusiastic refer- 
ence in the last paragraph was Jobo 
Winoing. He was the sou of Joho and 
Nauey (Locke) Wioniong. He wae 
over six feet, six inches, in height 
His position in the ranks was in the 
secoud file from the right of the line, 
nnd with the large bearskin bat worn 
atthat time he certainly towered far 
above his fellow soldiers I am 
sure whether he served afterwards ip 
ths Civil War, or not.

In September, 1859, the Methodist 
Chapel was about being lighted by finid 
gas, ‘‘supplied by Mr. ‘T. VV Sulli- 
van.”

GOT A FULL VOTE. 


Even Though They Had to Go to Jail to 
Securo It. 

That they had some rather ady nced 
fdeas as to the means of “getting out 
the vote" in New England a century 
ago is shown by an extract from Dr. 
Banks’ “History of Marthas Vineyard.” 
The voting, which occurred tn 1807, 
was on the question of the removal of 
the county seat. 

Extraordinary means were taken to 
yet out o full vote in Edgartown. The 
tailing of ships was delayed for weeks 
so that their crews might vote, and on 
the day of the town meeting it was 
found that the contest between the 
two factions was to be close. 

Some one suggested that there were 
reveral voters who, unfortunately de- 
prived of their liberty, were languish- 
ing in the town Jail, and ff the jailer 
would kindly allow them to step 
neross the street and yote {it would 
consume but a few moments of the 
time the prisoners owed to the coun- 
ty. The jatler did not feel that he had 
the right to allow a general jail de- 
livery even for such a worthy object, 
although It might save Edgartown, 

It was then proposed that the ballot 
box be carried over to the gentlemen 
who were Incarcerated. The point 
was then raised that all ballots must 
be east In open meeting and in the 
presence of the election officials. Nev- 
ertheless astute minds found a way 
out of this nwkward dilemma. A mo- 
tlon was made nnd carried that the 
meeting adjourn to the jail. There the 
ballot box wus carried to the door of 
each prisoner's cell, and the imprison- 
ed voters reached through the bars 
and deposited their ballots. 


A BIBLE VERSE. 


It Surprised the Boy Who Boasted of 
His Wonderful Memory. 

A boy who had won a prize for 
learning Scripture verses and was 
greatly elated thereby was asked by 
a minister if it took him a long time 
to commit them.

Tricky Lions, 

Some of the most dangerous tricks of 
animals are those of simulating kind- 
ness. Charles Montague in “Tales of 
a Nomad” says that hyenas often fol- 
low lions and finish a careass the mo- 
ment the Ilons have left It.

Safely In Jail. 

Scarcely a day passes without a pte- 
ture appearing in the Prench press of 
i prisoner belug ted off to the station 
by a policeman and the description, 
“the Apache being taken away hand. 

As a matter 
of fact, handcuffs are altogether out of 
fate in France and are never used,

iceman curries a “cabriolet,” which ts 
n very rough and massively made uar- 
ticle resembling o luge wateh chain 
kome ten inches long with a stout 
wooden crossbar at either end. An 
expert enn slip this over the wrist of 
nn offender in a twinkling and with 
both the crossbars in his hand has 
only to give it a twist to infliet the 
most excruciating pain and compel in- 
Ktant and lamblike submission, 

Another common tethod of prevent- 
{ing escape is to make the prisoner 
place both Lis hands in his side trouser 
pockets and then pass a string around 
his wrists and around his waist and 
bid him mareh. Tle can walk at a 
very smart pace, but any attempt to 
run out of a shambling trot immedt- 
ately brings him down, nose to the 
pavement, 

If no string is handy all the brace 
buttons of the trousers are cut off and 
the culprit is niaide again to put bis 
hands in his pockets. As in the for- 
mer case, he cain only walk, since so 
soon as be frees his hands his uether 
garments fall about his legs and he ts 
“entrave.” 

Few of these devices are apparent to 
the casual passerby, who often won- 
ders at the passive docility with which 
some villainous looking tndividual un- 
der arrest follows his captor to the 
station, Sometimes on a country road 
one may meet a couple of gendarmes 
on foot or on horseback, leading a 
prisoner between them 

This is in obedience to a quaint reg- 
ulation whereby prisoners are never 
sent by train from place to place, as 
there are no funds set apart for rail- 
way fares. Consequently four or tive 
times as much is spent in food, drink 
and lodging for the escort as would 
be for the ticket, but the regulations 
are observed. In such cases the po- 
lice often use the “poucettes,” though 
strictly speaking this instrument is 
not legal. 

It is a sort of loose thumbscrew, 
which is fixed so as to keep the two 
thumbs comfortably together so long 
as the man does not struggle, but a 
twist of the string held by one of the 
police is enough to destroy any wish 
to escape.—London Standard,

The following story is a true one. 


The words in it attributed to Mr. Lin 
toln were actually spoken by him 
Singular it is that Abraham Lincotn, 
the central figure in American history 
during the nineteenth century, should 
have contained so many contradictions. 
On one occasion he sald to Senator 
Voorhees at the White House, ‘Doesn't 
it seem strange that I should be here 
I, a man who couldn't cut a chicken’s 
head off, with blood running all around 
me?"

The Rig of the Tiller Ropes Often 
a Source of Danger. 


A CURIOUS LACK OF SYSTEM. 


On Some Vessels the Chains Are Cross- 
ed, and on Others They Are Straight, 
and This May Mean Serious Trouble 
With a Strange Hand at the Wheel. 


A bronzed pilot was carefully nurs: 
ing a big Atlantic liner through the 
muck and confusion of early morning 
and tnnumerable passing craft up the 
crowded waters of New York bay, The 
thip was crowded with 
most of whom had risen betimes to 
wateh their homecoming. <A tense ex- 
pression, brought on by the tremendous 
responsibility, cast its grim lines over 
the pilot's face as be turned into the 
lower Hudson river and saw a dense 
fogbank creeping down from the Pal 
isades. Three miles still to go, and 
8,000 lives In his hands! Slowly he 
trept along, almost touching a ferry 
load of commuters, Just skipping a 
triple tow of sand scows, threading 
his way through the maze of vessels 
big and little; the fog, denser and 
more dense, making it impossible to 
see the shadow of nearing craft more 
than a couple of lengths away. 

Suddenly a departing Iner, just 
hauled out into the stream, loomed up 
off the starboard bow. The pilot turn- 
ed ghastly white. “My God! Crossed 
chains or straight chains? Crossed 
or—straight? Ieaven help me!" In 
almost instant desperation he called 
“Hard aport!’ the quartermaster 
swung the wheel over—and the huge 
floating hotel slowly turned out and 
glided by, almost scraping the other. 

“Crossed chains—straight chains?" 
What does this mean? It means this— 
that there is po invariable rule or sys- 
tem of arranging the tiller ropes on 
vessels so that the latter always move 
{n the same Wrection in response to a 
similar turn of the wheel. If equipped 
with “crossed chains” the craft will 
turn the opposite way; if witb 
“straight chains’ the wheel must be 
turned in the same direction the vessel 
is desired to go. Most ocean vessels 
are equipped with straight chains, 
though this is by no means an invari 
able custom. Sailing craft may be and 
are fixed either way. On the 
hand, barbor boats, including tow- 
boats, tugs, etc., generally have crossed 
tiller ropes, 

Thus our pilot friend had spent most 
of his nautical life abourd tugs and 
other inland boats and when confront- 
ed with a crisis of great responsibility 
wavered momentarily between the in- 
fluence of his habit of twenty years 
and the newly acquired information 
given bim as he went aboard. It was 
just by the sheerest chance that he or- 
dered the wheel turned the correct 
way. 

An able ocean seaman signed for a 
round trip from Buffalo to Duluth and, 
usked if be could handle the wheel, 
was sent to the pilot house. They 
were already under way, and, not be- 
ing familiar with the uncertainties of 
steering gear, he neglected to ask the 
usual question, “Crossed chains or 
straight chains?" The coal steamer 
peared a scow loud of bricks. “Hard 
aport!” called the mate. The helms- 
man flung his wheel to starboard, as 
he had been used to do on the high 
seas, and his vessel bore down upon 
the unsuspecting tow. “Hard aport, 
you idiot!" yelled the mate. “Don't 
you know this boat has crossed 
chains?" He reversed the wheel and 
missed the scow by a bare graze. 

Such incidents as these are by no 
means rare in navigating experience, 
though fortunately serious accidents 
therefrom are uncommon either 
cause of a benignunt fate watching 
over befuddled men at the wheel or 
because they instinctively follow the 
hew conditions and turn the helm tn 
the right direction. Pilots themselves 
scoff at suggestions of danger, saying 
that a real seaman’s instinct will al- 
Ways save him from making mistakes 
All the same, a man experienced in 
bandling vessels of their own particu- 
lar character is generally standing by 
the newcomer at the wheel for safety's

A more common danger, as far as 
the general public is concerned, is the 
universal lack of unity in arranging 
the steering apparatus on motorboats 
Most of these craft are exceedingly 
smnall, and the tiller ropes are put in 
at the beginning of every by 
the owners themselves, to sult their 
own particular notions. So, in every 
flotilla will be seen steering gear of 
every description, from simple tillers 
to elaborate brass mounted wheels, the 
latter with either or straight 
chains, as individual faney may dle- 
tate This Is safe as long as the 
owner one used to the craft Is at 
the wheel, and not many accidents are 
reported in such circumstances, But 
accidents Live resulted when an ama- 
teur used to crossed ropes has steered 
a bout oppositely rigged. 

But when one used to a launch with 
(requiring turning the 
opposite to the direction the 
bout is to go) takes the wheel of an 
automobile, then the passengers are 
fortunate indeed if they are not put 
into perilous situations; for motorists 
are not always provided with the “safe 
instinct” ascribed to experienced sea 
men, and autos move in the same di 
rection the wheel is turned, 

llowever, crossed chains and straight 
chains will probably go on their own 
sweet irresponsible existence for just 
as long as some great catastrophe is 
not put up to their lack of regulation.

THE POLE STAR. 


Some of the Wonders of This Great 
Beacon of the North. 

Most people, if they know nothing 
else of astronomy, at any rate know 
the pole star, the one star which seems 
to keep its place in the heavens with. 
out movement of any kind. There are 
a great many, however, who do not 
know what a wonderful thing it is. In 
the first place, it can be seen when 
looked at through a good telescope to 
be two stars and not one, There is one 


| fairly bright one, of what is known as 


the second magnitude, and another of 
the ninth magnitude close to it 

But that is not all. The brighter of 
the two is really three stars revolving 
round another, or rather round 
their common center of gravity, like 
three children playing “ring a ring o 
This secret is revealed to us 
by what is perhaps the most astonish- 
fing of all scientific instruments, the 
spectroscope. It not only tells us what 
the stars nre made of, but whether 
they ure moving toward us or away 
from us. 

When you stand facing the star you 
are always facing north. The reason 
that it does not appear to move as the 
others do is because it is nearly in line 
with the axis of the earth. Its distance 
from us enormous. This can be 
judged from the fact that although the 
earth In its journey round the sun is 
today «about 190,000,000 miles from 
Where it was six months that 
makes no appreciable difference to its 
distance from the pole star. It must 
therefore be many times 190,000,000 
miles away.

Phases ef Woburn History. 


The Potted Between 1857 and 1861, 


BY WILLIAM R. CUTTER 


XIV. 1859. 


The new meeting house of the Firat 
Congregational Chureh was being 
slated, early in November, 1859, by 
the firm of D. Tillton and Son. The 
roof (the same roof is there today) is 
over a quarter of an acre in area, and 
took thirty-three tons of alate to cover 


it, ‘The slaters’ tendera carried over 
75 pounde of slate on their heads, in 
their journeys up the ladder to the 
astago, which ia over fifty feet from the 
ground.” 

In November, 1859, a aon of Mr. 
T. W. Page bad the smalipox in the 
natural way, and died of it. 

New bills on the Woburn Bank are 
issued, which contained a finely exe 
cuted portrait of the President of the 
Bank, Gen. Abijah Thompson. 

The Woburn Natural History Asso 
ciation came into being at this period, 
Jobo Cummings, Jr., President. The 
number of members was not large 
Kight met at a private house, Nov. 22, 
1859. 

The present Plympton School House

The execution of Joho Brown for his 
Virginia Raid excited much interest in 
Woburn, aod on Saturday, Dee. 8, 
1859, an effigy of Gov. Wise was 
found banging on one of the trees on 
the Common, early io the morning, 
and it was cut down at voon The 
bell was tolled at North Woburn, from 
ll to 12 A. M, and the flig hung «wt 
half mast o9 the liberty pole there 
As a sequel the flag was stolen before 
dusk, and a salute was fired by the 
aoti-Brown men. No demonstration 
was made at the Centre, beyond the 
hanging of the above effigy, which was 
vply a bundle of old clothes, stuffed 
with straw, aod very poor clothes, at 
that. 

This is pretty good tor the Journal 
of Dec. 8, 1859. **A new bright vane 
has been placed on the cupola of the 
Towo Honse [present Municipal Court 
House] which we trust will give us re 
liable information a6 to the vagaries of 
the wind; but were we a ‘brand new’ 
aod brightly burnished vane, we should 
take exceptions to being placed upon so 
Shabby a building. It looka like a new 
silk bat over a suit of corduroy, or a 
fashionable twelvo dollar bonvet over 
the dress of a beggar. We trust our 
(own fathers have only commenced, as 
the Eyyptians are said to have done in 
building the pyramids, at the top, in- 
tending to work down with paiot- brush 
and p'ane,” 

It was a painful thing io December, 
1859, fur Woburn to chronicle the 
death of the editor of one of the two 
towo newspapera. John J. Pippy, of 
the Middlesex Journal, died Dea. 14, 
1859, at the age of thirty-three, after 
an illness of three weeks from a neu 
ralgic affection. For the twelve years 
previous to bis death, Mr. Pippy had 
been engaged in the work of publishing 
and had resided in Charlottetown, 
Prince Edward Island, where, in 
1847, he published a newspaper, and 
was later engaged as editor and pub 
lisher of another paper, until in April 
1854, he became editor aod proprietor 
of the Middlesex or ( Woburn) Journal, 
which p»per he brought toa high de- 
gree of excellence. His death was es- 
teemed a public loss, and the press los: 
in him an able member; the town a 
good citizen. 

Jobo James Pippy was born at 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, 
July 29, 1826. At the age of fifteen 
years he began learviog the printers’ 
trade in bis oative city. Before at 
tainiog bis majority he went to Bostoo 
and beeame ao apprentice in the office 
of the Boston Atlas. He remained 
with that office from 1848 to 1846, and 
returned ip the latter year to Charlotte- 
town. In 1847 be vegan # paper called 
the Reporter, and in June 15, 1847 he 
was married to Sarah Margaret Re- 
becca Moody of that city. In 1848 he 
became editor and proprietor of « paper 
named the Advertiser, which he re 
tained charge of until his coming to 
Woburn io the apring of 1854. 

He purchased the stock in trade of 
George W. Fowle, including the 
Woburn, or Middlesex Journal, and a 
bookstore, called the Woburn Book 
store, and devoted bimeelf untiringly to 
the business of conducting both until 
his career was urrested by sickuess ond 
death. 

His enterprise and ability raised the 
paper toa high degree of excellence. 
Phe great aoxiely caused by the loss 
of his little daughter in the evening of 
Nov. 20, 1856, after au extensive 
Search (she was found asleep in a 
church, which she had entered through 
un open doorway in the daytime) and 
the utter prostration he experienced 
wheobe atlength clasped her iu bis arms 
produced ao effect upoo bis brain and 
nervous system from which he never 
recovered, Other misfortunes com 
bined to overcome him, and he suffered 
from marked prostration, while his 
ever active mind koew uo rest till life 
became extinct 

He was calculated by wuature and 
position to exert # moulding iofluence 
upon public seutiment. He endeavored 
(o make bis paper interesting, welcome 
aud profituble, and he succeeded. An 
hovorable, bigh-mioded rectitude was 
the ruling principle of his life, 


The funeral of the late Mr. Pippy 
waa attended on Sunday, Dee 18, 
1859, in the First Congregational 
Church. A sermon fitting for the oc- 
casion was preached by Rev. Daniel 
March ‘The members of Mount 
Hloreb Lodge of Musons escorted the 
fuveral procession to the Cemetery, 
aud besides many other citizens 


followed the remuing to the grave,

MOTHER-OF-PEARL WORK. 


Method by Which the Designs Are 
Built Up Bit by Bit, 
Wonderful Is the work of the de 
signer in mother-of-pearl With thoy 
segments of this iridescent material he 
builds up a benutiful design bit) by 

bit, section by section 

First, from the enbinetmaker he re 
celves the woodwork upon which his 
design will be formed. It may be the 
top of n carved chest, a portion of a 
stool or table, or some dainty nick 
nack to delight a Indy'’s heart. 

Then upon the wood he roughly 
draws the design and gathers together 
the crude pieces with which to form 
the mosaic in the wood Selecting 
a piece of mother-of-pearl, he fits tt in 
au vise, and then with a tiny file he 
shapes it to occupy the required space 
Deftly he sets the section in the wood, 
fixing It with warm paste to fill the 
crevices 

Another plece is then selected, fash 
loned und secured, and so day after 
day till the piece ts complete. The 
design is then rubbed with pumice 
stone to give enhanced color, varnish 
Is applied, and the finishing touches 
aro given,

History of France, 

Perhaps the most striking events In 
the artistic history of France have 
been the first performances of some 
of the great French plays. In a few 
cises also these oecastons have marx 
ed the beainning of new epochs in the 
social history of the country, so close 
is the connection between the soctal 
development of the people and its ex 
pression on the stage. Unless T am 
inistaken, there have been but six un 
forgettable first nights since theaters 
were established in Paris, 

The firs! occurred In 1687, when Cor 
neilie’s “Cid” took the capital by storm 
Torty Inter Racine’s “Androm 
nche"™ created a similar sensation 
On the eve of the revolution, in 1784, 
Beanmarchais’ “Marringe of Figaro” 
was received with such delirious en 
(husinsm that three people were stl 
fled in the rush for seats In 1830 
Victor Tuo, In spite of the determin 
ed opposition of a large body of rene- 
tionaries, set all Paris in an uproar 
with his “Ternat.” 

These names should be borne in 
mind: Corneille, Racine, Beaumarchats 
and Victor Hugo, Three of them at 
lenst have no superiors in the history 
of French literature, Dach has one 
finazing dramatic triumph to his cred 
It. The other two of the six great 
first nights were the 28th of Decem- 
ber, 1887, and the 7th of February, 
1910. The ocensions were respective- 
ly the performances of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac™ and “Chantecler,’ both by 
Edmond Rostand.

Handling and Sorting the Mail Matter 
on Ocean Liners, 

Every one is aware that a large quate 
tity of mall comes from Europe, Prot. 
ably most persons nssume that it ts 
dumped off the steamers in bulk and 
sorted and routed in the postoffice of 
the receiving port. Such a system 
would result in hopeless congestion, 
and practically all of the 15,000,000 
pounds of foreign mall matter reeeiv- 
ed at New York on an average of re- 
cent years is ready, sorted and sacked 
when the steamers make port. This 
work {is done in the sea postoftices 
aboard the ships and means days 
saved in the time of delivery of mail 
matter intended for inland points, 

In the huge mass of mall brought 
into New York each year there are on 
An average 80,000,000 separate pieces, 
many thousands with inadequate ad- 
dresses, yet’to such a degree of effll- 
clency has the operation of the sea 
postoffices been brought and so care. 
fully is the work done that less than 
500 errors are made annually, As the 
entire quantity of the ocean mail re- 
eelved in a year would fill 2,200 stand. 
ard mail cars an almost incredible ne- 
curacy is indicated than one er- 
ror of any kind whatever for every 
four carloads of mail, 

Congress authorized the sorting of 
nail on board conveying steamships tn 
1890, but it was not until the year fol- 
lowing that any systematic effort was 
made to do so. The work of the sea 
postotlice is very similar to that of the 
railway mail service, On board a 
large liner there will be usually two 
United States clerks, two in the em- 
ploy of the country from which the 
steamer sails and several subalterns 
or porters. This force will on an aver. 
age trip open and sort from S800 to 900 
kacks of mail, probably consisting of 
500,000 ordinary letters and 4,000 reg- 
istered letters, besides 250,000 par- 
cels and periodicals. Mail for New 
York city is distributed and separate- 
ly sueked for each of the stations and 
that for the United States generally 
necording to u schedule which has 128 
divisions. In addition to the mail 
the United States, the postotlice 
clerks must that destined for Cu- 
ba, Mexico, Canada and the orient, a

Rock Rolling Feats of Mark 
Twain In His Boyhood Days. 


A BAD SCARE ENDED THE FUN 


The Final Prank on Holliday’s Hill 
Was In a Fair Way of Ending In a 
Tragedy When the Danger Was, by a 
Bit of Good Luck, Narrowly Averted. 


Writing on “Mark Twain"

“One of their Sunday pastimes was 
to climb Holliday’s hill and roll down 
big stones to frighten the people who 
driving to chureh Holliday’s 
A stone, 
started, would go plunging and 
leaping down and bound the 
roud with the deadly swiftness of a 
twelve inch shell. The boys would get 
poised, then wait until they 
feam approaching and, caleu 
the distanee, would give it a 
Dropping down behind the bush 
es, they would watch the dramatic ef 
fect upon the ehurchgoers as the great 
missile shot across the road a few 
yards before them, 

“This was Homeric sport, but they 
curried it too far, Stones that had a 
habit of getting numerously 
on Sundays and rarely on other 
days invited suspicion, and the ‘pat 
terollers'—river patrol, a kind of police 
of those days—were put on the watch 
So the boys found other diversions un 
til the patterollers did not watch any 
more, Then they planned a grand 
coup that should eclipse anything be 
fore attempted in the stone rolling 
line, 

“A rock nbout the size of an omnibus 
Wis lying up there in a good pcsition 
to go downhill, once started They de 
cided it would be a glorious thing to 
that great bowlder go smashing 
a hundred yards or so jin front 
of some unsuspecting and peaceful 
minded churehgoer. Quarrymen were 
getting out rock not far away and left 
their picks and shovels over Sundays, 
The boys borrowed these and went to 
work to underanine the big stone. It 
was ua heavier job than they had count- 
ed on, but they worked faithfully Sun- 
day after Sunday. If their parents

The “Who's Who" of America’s 
‘riminals is a handsome volume, bound 
in limp leather, a Imited edition of | 
which is issued every year or so, > Only 
members of “the four hundred” of the 
criminal find representation in 
this register, and an entire 
devoted to each individual mentioned 

Officially the volume is known as the 
Identification Album of the National 
Bureau of Criminal Identification, an 
institution having headquarters at 
Washington, Data for the album, 
which is literally a blue book, are sup- 
plied by the departments of 
over a hundred cities throughout the 
country, and it is to these departments 
that the volumes are distributed. 

Each branch of criminal endeavor 
has a ‘ate chapter in the book, 
one telling of pickpockets, another of | 
forgers, and so on.

The 
hostess having assigned Bishop Wil 
berforce the seat of honor at her right 
band, as soon as an opportunity offer 
ed he remarked: 

“IT beg your pardon, madam, but may 
I inquire who was the clergyman we 
left sitting iu the drawing room?" 

“Ah, you have seen him, then?" re- 
plied the lady. “It is not every one 
who has that privilege. I cannot tell 
you who he is or whence he comes. 
For many years this specter has haunt- 
ed the house and grounds. It has, in 
fact, been a tradition in the family, He 
seems to do ho harm, and, although he 
appears only occasionally, we have be- 
come quite accustomed to our friendly 
ghost.” 

“How very singular!” remarked his 
lordship, “But have you never ad- 
dressed your specter?” 

“Indeed, I have had no opportunity, 
nor the desire, for that matter,” re- 
sponded the hostess, growing pale. 

“May I take the liberty now?" in- 
quired the dignitary. 

“With all my heart, your lordship,” 
replied the lady. The bishop arose 
and, returning to the drawing room, 
found the clergyman where he had 
left him a few minutes before. Havy- 
ing no fear, the bishop said kindly: 

“Who are you, my friend, and why 
are you here?’ 

The specter seemed to sigh deeply 
nnd say as though to itself, “At last!” 

Then in a hollow voice, addressing 
the bishop, It continued: “I am the 
spirit of a clergyman who left this 
world some eighty years ago, and 1 
am here to impart to any one who will 
receive it a secret which died with 
me. I could not rest in my grave 
while a great wrong was being done 
which it was in my power to right, 1 
have been returning all these years in 
the hope some one would address me, 
for it was not given to me to be the 
first to speak. All men have shunned 
ine until now, and it is your mission 
fo do my bidding. I was called to this 
house eighty years ago to receive a 
confession from a dying man. He 
was the sole possessor of a secret the 
knowledge of which would alter ma- 
terially the entail of this vast estate, 
and in his death he wished to repair 
the terrible wrong upon his kin. 

“At his request I wrote down the 
confession word for word as he gave 
It to me, and when he finished he ex- 
pired iu my arms. It was very impor- 
tant that I should return to London 
that night, and in passing through the 
library to leave the house I concluded 
it would be safer not to carry the pa- 
per on which was written the confes- 
sion away with me, but to place It In 
some secure, unseen spot, where I 
could obtain it the following day and 
deliver the document to the person for 
whom it was intended. Mounting the 
steps to the bookshelves, I took out a 
copy of Young's ‘Night Thoughts.’ 
which was the first book upon the up- 
permost shelf nearest the last win- 
dow, and, inserting the paper careful- 
ly between Its leaves, I replaced the 
book and departed, A horse was 
awaiting me at the door, but ere we 
renched the entrance of the grounds 
he took fright. IL was thrown and In- 
stantly killed. Thus dled the secret 
with me. No one bas disturbed that 
book in all these years, and no one 
has had the courage to address this 
messenger from the unknown, The 
paper will be found as I have stated, 
and it remains for you to correct the 
injustice which has so long been upon 
this noble family. My mission Is over, 
nnd 1 enn rest in peace.” 

At the close of this 
speech the speeter faded 
from sight, and the bishop was left 
gazing into spaee. Recovering from 
his astonishment, Bishop Wilberforce 
went at once to the library and found 
the book exactly as indicated by the 
specter. In its secluded corner upon 
the top shelf, thick with the dust of 
ages, evidently the book had remained 
unmolested many years. There was 
the document just as described, but 
how faded and yellow. The secret of 
the confession never became known to 
che world.

FIRST PRINTER’S DEVIL. 


He Was a Young Negro Slave Em- 
ployed by Aldus Manutius, 
Aldus Manutlus, who In 1488 set up 
his office in Venice, has long been fu 
mous as the first of the publishers of 
the famous Aldine classics, which to- 
day are so highly prized by book col- 
lectors. He was the author of a Latin 
grammar, « Greek dictlonary and a 
treatise on the metrical methods of the 
poet Horace and originated the form of 
type known by us as Italic and by 

German printers as “cursive” type. 

He is also said to be responsible for 
the name of “printer's devil," almost 
worldwide in its application to the 
youngest boy in the office. A young 
negro slave employed in his office who 
wus so very black and dirty that his 
natural ugiiness had become an almost 
fiendish expression became feared and 
known all over Venice as “the little 
black devil," and Manutius at last real- 
ized that the boy and himself had dan- 
gerously awakened the superstitious 
fears and dislike of the more ignorant 
Venetians, He accordingly formally 
exhibited him during a whole day on 
the public streets and had the criers 
make this proclamation throughout the 
city: 

“I, Aldus Manutius, printer to the 
holy church and the doge, have this 
day made public exposure of the print- 
er’s devil. All who think he is not 
flesh and blood may come and prick 
him.”—Charles Winslow Hall in Na- 
tional Magazine.

RIVERS IN THE 
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Curious Play of the Winds In the 
Yosemite Valley. 


EBB AND FLOW WITH THE SUN 


These Air Currents or Air Falls Are So 
Regular That They May Almost Be 
Timed—Mirror Lake and the Spray 
Combs at Bridal Veil Falis. 


Did you know there are air falls in 
the atmosphere just as real and ap 
parent as are the waterfalls you have 
80 Often viewed with admiration and 
delight because of their natural beau- 
ty? In the famed Yosemite valley the 
most Interesting feature is, to the sel- 
entist perhaps, its winds 

The winds there are more 
than light moody and capri 
clous to the ordinary tourist, but when 
rightly understood one of the wonders 
of the valley. These interesting facts 
are told by Vrofessor I. I. Matthes of 
the United States geological survey in 
the Sierra Club Bulletin, 

In no other place in the entire world 
perhaps are the air currents more sys- 
tematic and regular than in the Yosem- 
Ite valley, he says, In the first place, 
the sun naturally heats the ground 
more rapidly than it does the alr. 
Thus every hillside basking in the sun 
becomes a heat radiator and gradually 
warns the air above it, so that the alr, 
becoming lighter, begins to rise 

But under these conditions the alr 
does not rise vertically because the alr 
directly over it is still cool and is press- 
ing downward. Therefore up the sides 
of the warm slope the heated air makes 
its way. ‘That is why the tourist mak- 
Ing his way up the mountain slope 
with the sun on his back finds his own 
dust traveling upward with him ina 
choking cloud, 

But on coming down the same trail, 
when the face of the slope is in the 
shadow, the dust ever descends with 
the traveler in the same irritating 
cloud. When the face of the mountain 
is in the shade the air is cooling from 
the face of the slope and is pressing 
its way down into the valley. 

Just soon as the sun leaves the 
slope of the mountain the earth be 
gins to lose Its heat by radiation and 
in a very short time is really cooler 
than the air. The layer of air next 
the face of the hillside chills by con- 
tact with the earth and, becoming 
heavier as it condenses, begins to press 
down along the slope. Thus there are 
normally the warm up draft on the 
sunny slope and the cold down draft 
on the side in the shadow. In a wind- 
less region like the Yosemite this rule 
muy be depended upon at almost any 
time. 

But in the Yosemite, with its bold 
cliff topography, these upward and 
downward air currents are somewhat 
interrupted. On every sunny slope 
bold cliffs create shadows, and conse- 
quently there are downward air cur- 
rents or local breezes daily at regular 
hours us the shadows come and go. 

Glacier Point is one place in particu. 
lar in which Professor Matthes says 
this shadowy effect on the air cur- 
rents muy readily be tested by casting 
small bits of pauper into the air. Ags 
the afternoon wears on and the shad- 
ows in the valley gather the cold draft 
in the hills pours downward, forming 
the valley like a great river and flow- 
ing on to the plains below. Every side 
canyon und valley sends its re-enuforce- 
ments, like the tributaries of a great 
river, to this general air current flow- 
ing onward to the plain. 

With the return of the morning sun 
the earth at the tops of the hills is 
warmed and the downward current in 
the uir is suspended, The up draft soon 
begins us the sun shines into the val- 
leys. ‘The air currents are so regular 
that they may almost be timed. 

Few realize, says the author of the 
paper, that it is on these reversing air 
currents that one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the Yosemite depends, Mir- 
ror like, to be viewed at its best, must 
be seen in the early dawn, when the 
reflectious ure most perfect, 

The lake is stillest and its surface 
most mirror-like when the cold night 
currents bauve ceased and the uprising 
day currents of air bave not yet be- 
gun. Yet unless one is punctual he 
will miss the chief beauty of the place, 
for this perfect stillness is as brief as 
the turn of the tide, 

In the evening and during the night, 
when the down draft of air from the 
mountain sides is strong, the stream 
of cool air pressing down the slope 
plunges over cliffs, just as water Is 
seen to fall from similar heights, On 
either the Yosemite falls or the Neva- 
da falls trails this air fall curiosity ts 
readily encountered in the evening, 

During the daytime, on the other 
hand, the air rises vertically along the 
cliffs and up tuto the banging valleys 
taking part of the spray from the falls 
along with it A pretty example of 
the alr carrying the spray from the 
fall upward may be seen at Bridal 
Vell falls, where two little combs of 
Bpray, One on each side of the stream, 
steadily curve upward over the brink, 

As soon us the sun is off the cliff 
these spray combs cease to exist, 
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An Attraction,

Her dress brushed it, aud 
tipped it over, and the tubes coming 
out, the fluid was spilled, and io an in- 
stant the whole room was in flames 
The fire was put out with difficulty. 
But from some fortunate cause the 
young lady escaped without serious in- 
jury.

In the Woburn Journal for 
Sept. 23, 1911, I gave some account 
of a fatal accident to some miuers from 
Boston, while mining some rocks inp 
Woburo (iv the part now Burlington) 


in the year 1731. ‘This was an event 
which happened one hundred and 
eighty vears ago. But a tradition is 


revived of it in the Afiddlesex Journal 


for March 31, 1860, in the following 
words :— 

‘*Many years ago some gentlemen 
from Eugland, or elsewhere, com 
menced blasting a ledge of rocks in 
Burlingtoo, They continued opera 


tious for some time, and then suddenly 
ceased. Whether it was gold, or 
something else, that they expected to 
find, is not known now. But there 
must be something in the ledge, as sev- 
eral mep were seen recently carefully 
reconnoilering the spot, and examining 
the composition of the rock. Whether 
any effort has been made to purchase 
the hill is not known, but that bill may 
contain something more valuable thun 
yellow iron ore.” 

A party called the **Union Party” 
held a meeting in Lower Lyceum Hall 
at this date and elected delegates to a 
convention held in Boston ‘The Rev 
M. P. Webster, pastor of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, resigned, and 
preached his last sermon, March 25, 
1860, in the Congregational Church

hogs and fowl which are compelled 
by the thoughtless owners to half

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ures than for a log of wood They 
are a class who should be “lined up’ 
by law. 

All over Massachusetts are men 
who have cooped up their hogs and 
hens in miserable old shacks, open 
to the weather on all sides besides 
top and underneath, no bedding, no 
place to exercise and there they have 
to stand through these bitter cold 
nights and days. The Way some 
dumb creatures are made to suffer 
with the cold is a shame and ought 
to make every humane person 4 
worker for animals’ rights until a 
law is passed requiring every owner 
of captive dumb creatures to provide 
tight weather-proof winter quarters 
and warm bedding for them, The 
state has animal inspectors for every 
town to watch out for disease and to 
see that hygiente conditions exist. 

This is a forward step. Let the state 
now add to the inspectors’ duties the 
matter of the proper winter housing 
and bedding of all cattle and fowl and 
a great act of justice and mercy will 
be done. The responsibility for this 
suffering is yours. It will never be 
remedied until the people rise up and 
demand it. I hope all the granges 
will get to work and especially the 
women, It seems to me that some- 
thing can be done by another winter 
to forever protect our dumb captives 
from the cold and guarantee them 
comfortable housing. 

The M. 8, P. GC. A, has prosecuted 
many animal owners for neglect this 
winter; some of them were sentenced 
two and three months in jail besiaus 
a fine, Anyone who knows of dumb 
creatures exposed to the weatheft Is 
asked. to give the particulars to the 
M. P. 8. GC. A., 45 Milk St., Boston, 
who will investigate at once. There 
is no need of giving your name should 
you not care to do so, The revised 
laws of Massachusetts impose a mux: 
imum punishment of $250 and one 
year’s imprisonment for unnecessarily 
failing to provide food, drink, shelter 
or protection from the weather for 
animals, 

The Humane society needs funds 
sadly to cover the entire state with a 
paid patrol to guard these dumb creat- 
ures’ rights and ferret out any cruel: 
ties or hardships, The matter re 
quires eternal vigilance through a 
corps of field workers and I hope the 
people will give money liberally for 
it. Officers of the society have the 
dumb animals near to their hearts 
and are working and planning for 
them constantly. 


The society is working hard to 
bring about more humane slaughter 
ing of food animals, after the meth- 
ods employed in government abattoirs 
abroad and has plans afoot for the 
erection at Boston of a modern hos- 
pital for the care of sick and dis- 
abled animals of the poor anywhere 
throughout the state. 

More than once in the history of 
the nation Massachusetts has blazed 
out the way for reforms that have 
been a blessing to the race and in 
humane endeavor today with over 3,-

The triple plume, in- 
deed, as well as feathers of various 
humbers, came into general use about 
the time of Edward III, But it was 
not unknown before that time, and 
even ot that time it was not the dis 
tinctive cognizance of the Prince of 
Wales. Other members of the royal 
family bore it as well as he, Not till 
the reign of Henry VIT. was the triple 
plume withjn a coronet restricted to 
the eldest son of the sovereign.—St.

ONCE A WIDE CANAL. 
Broad Street, New York, Where the 
Curb Brokers Now Operate. 

The curb brokers of New York, who 
now operate on Broad street, would 
have been forced to conduct their busi 
ness from gondolas or canal boats had 
they made use of that thoroughfare in 
early days, for where solid pavement 
now stands there was a wide canal. 
Many people nowadays, wandering 
through the narrow streets of lower 
Manhattan, have wondered at Broad 
street's unusual width, Still more pe 
cullar was such breadth of thorough 
fare in the olden times, when streets 
were nearly all narrow, and to dis 
tinguish it from the alley-like byways 
that surrounded it the thoroughfare 
was referred to as “the broad street.” 
The Dutch called it the “*Heere Graft.” 
(The latter word had a far different 
meaning In those days.) It was not at 
first 2 street, but the prineipal canal 
of the city. This canal, wide enough 
for heavy boats to pass each other, 
ran into Broad street at the southern 
end und continued north almost to 
Wull street. A similar but smaller ca 

hal ran through Beaver street, 

Peter Stuyvesant in 1657 had the 
rgual's sides planked, and a few dee 
nhdea later the waters were gradually 
heplaced by a street, 

As that street perforce followed the 
emnal's former lines, It was much the 
widest thoroughfare in all lower Man 
hattan and well merited its namb of 
Broad street. Had New York real es 
tate been worth one-twentieth as much 
then as at present Broad street would 
probably have been shaved down to 
{he width of Nassau or Wall street.— 
New York World,

BULLETS IN BATTLE. 


Death Wounds and Flesh Wounds and 
the Feeling When Struck. 

In “Serving the Republic’ General 
Nelson A. Miles says that, like every 
other soldier who has seen much active 
service, he is often asked how it feels 
to be wounded. He himself was 
wounded four times and twice almost 
fatally, so he is able to speak from 
experience. He says: 

“One is often asked how it seems to 
be wounded to battle. The flight of a 
bullet ts quieker than thought and has 
passed throagh a flesh wound before 
one realizes that he has been struck, 
I have seen bodies of men dead on the 
fleld of battle where the brain had 
been pierced and death had been in- 
stantaneous. ‘They would remain tin 
every position of the ‘manual of arms,’ 
with an anxious look, a frown or a 
smile on thelr cold and rigid faces, 

“My wounds recelyed at Fair Oaks, 
Fredericksburg and Petersburg were 
flesh wounds and disabled me but a 
short time. While riding down the 
line at Chancellorsyille one of the ene- 
my's bullets struck my metalile belt 
plate with great force. This caused a 
slight deviation as it entered the body, 
The result was an instant deathly sick- 
ening sensation, My sword dropped 
from my right hand; my seabbard and 
belt dropped to the left, I was com 
pletely paralyzed below the waist. My 
horse seemed to realize what had oc 
curred, He stopped, turned and walked 
slowly back, I holding to the pomme!

The strangest of ail coincidences 
noted by Lord Acton concerned Sir Bd- 
mund Berry Godfrey, who was mur- 
dered at the bottom of what Is now 
Primrose hill, but was then known as 
Greenberry hill, in London.

Their names, respectively, were 
Green, Berry and Hill. 

Some years ago a well known busi- 
ness man, who was accustomed to 
make weekly trips between an eastern 
city and Chicago, had the uncomforta- 
ble experience of having a wheel break 
Immediately under his seat while the 
train was going at full speed.

HOGARTH’S RURAL HOME. 


Hie Tomb and Garrick’s Tribute to the 
Great Caricaturiat, 

It may not be generally known that 
Hogarth’s country house at Chiswick 
{s preserved entire to his memory, A 
brass plate over the door is to this ef- 
fect: “This house was purchased in 
1892 by Licutenant Colonel Shipway 
in order to save it from being demol- 
ished, and by restoring the building he 
has preserved it to the nation and to 
the art world in memory of the genius 
that once lived and worked within its 
walls.” 

It was in 1749 that Hogarth acquired 
the house at Chiswick, his town rest 
dence being at the corner of Leicester 
Vields, Between these two houses he 
spent most of his life, usually passing 
the summer months at Chiswick, The 
garden as it stands is somewhat 
abridged of its former dimensions. The 
stable and painting room have disap 
peared, but one important feature re 
mains, This ts the mulberry tree, un 
der whose shade he entertained the 
Uttle foundlings put out to nurse at 
Chiswick. Hogarth's marriage was 
childless, and his affection went out 
to stranger children, 

Hogarth died at the age of sixty 
seven at his house in Leicester Fields, 
where he had gone in a weak state 
after an illness. The funeral was at 
Chiswick, His tombstone bears the 
following inscription;

AFRICA’S GREAT DESERT. 


Sahara Is Not All Barren and Has Two 
Distinct Populations. 

The Sahara, that vast expanse of 
country lying to the south of Algeria, 
is commonly called “the desert’ by 
Kuropeans, The name Sahara in no 
wise, however, means “desert.” It is 
simply the Arab appellation of this ex- 
tensive tract, mainly composed of 
great plains, which are even well pop- 
ulated in certain districts. It is quite 
a mistake to imagine that all is barren 
and sterile, for there are to be found 
large date palm plantations as well as 
numerous flocks of sheep and great 
numbers of camels which man must 
tend und care for. 

The Sabara contains two distinct 
populations—the one sedentary, the 
other nomad. The former live in the 
towns and villages, cultivating the soi! 
und tending the date palms, The lat- 
ter are shepherds, roaming from place 
to place in search of pasture for their 
cattle. How few are there in the 
home land who have any idea of the 
Sahara or of the Arab tribes who live 
there! Travelers to these regions are 
comparatively rare, but all are amply 
repaid for a visit.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. iv, 1-11) 
Mark i, 9-11—Memory Verses, Matt, 
iv, 3, 4—Golden Text, Heb. ii, 18. 
Commentary Prepared by Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


The record of the baptism fs found In 
Matthew, Mark and Luke, but most 
fully In Matthew. In Luke Ill, 23, we 
read that Jesus began to be about thir. 
ty yenrs of age, and we cannot but 
wonder at the lowly and submissive 
life of all those thirty years at Naza- 
reth. How can we ever murmur at 
imitations and humiliations in our 
lives as we think of this life lived for 
us? He came from Nagareth, where 
He had been brought up (Luke iv, 16), 
and after His return to heaven He 
called Himself “Jesus of Nazareth” 
(Acts xxii, 8), yet Nathanael sald, “Can 
there any good thing come out of Naz- 
ureth?” afterward acknowledging that 
out of Nazareth came “the Son of God, 
the King of Israel’ (John i, 46, 49). 
He came to Jordan, river of judgment, 
yet there was nothing in Him to be 
judged. Others were baptized of John, 
confessing their sins, but He had no 
sins to confess. We do not wonder 
that John said to Him, “I have need 
to be baptized of Thee, and comest 
Thou to me?” But our Lord's “Suffer 
it to be so now" hus helped many a 
humble follower to submit to seeming- 
ly unnecessary things that the right- 
eousness of God might be seen in them 
and others won to Him. This and 
that other saying, “About My Father's 
business,” Ills two fitst recorded ut- 
terances, are good for all of us in our 
daily life. As He came up out of the 
water something happened from the 
skies—the heavens were opened, and 
the Father testified, “Thou art My be 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased,” 
At the same time the Spirit of God de- 
scended in bodily shape like a dove 
upon Him, The Father had told John 
that it would be so, and John bare ree 
ord that He was the Son of God (John 
i, 38, 34). The one who sent John also 
testified that the one on whom the 
Spirit would descend and remain would 
Himself baptize with the Holy Spirit. 
Then what hinders us thus to be bap- 
tized? Luke tells us that Jesus was 
praying when the heavens were open- 
ed. He seems to have prayed always 
and about everything and sometimes 
all night. He fasted too, Is that 
where we fail? Consider the other 
six places where we read of the heav- 
en being opened and always see Him- 
self. Consider well every place where, 
as here, the Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit are seen or mentioned, as in 
Matt. xxviii, 19; IL Cor, xilf, 14; 
Heb. ix, 14. See in John xiv, 17, 23, 
how the Spirit and the Father and 
the Son make the bodies of believers 
their abode or mansion and to their 
“Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us?" Let us gladly answer, “Here 
am J; send me,” remembering His 
words, “As My Father hath sent Me, 
even so sond I you” (Isa. vi, 8; John 
xx, 21). 

When Spirit filled we may then ex- 
pect to be specially attacked by the 
devil. As our representative He was 
led by the Spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted of the devil. Both Mark 
and Luke say that He was forty days 
tempted of the devil, Matthew and 
Luke say that He fasted forty days 
and forty nights; that He did eat noth- 
ing. Thus did Moses on two occasions 
and Elijah once, and these three we 
find on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
and we hear them spenk of the devil's 
most awful piece of work, the death of 
Jesus. He {8 the fearful adversary of 
God and man and has been at work 
as such ever since he deceived and 
conquered Adum and Eve, and he will 
not cease till he shall be shut up in the 
pit for 1,000 years, As the devil tempt- 
ed Eve on the line of the Just of the 
flesh, the lust of the eyes and the pride 
of life (1 John fl, 16) and won the day, 
so he tempted the Lord Jesus, but was 
defeated. Eve had everything that 
the Lord saw that she needed, yet she 
ate the forbidden fruit. The Lord Je- 
bus, having fasted forty days and be- 
ing hungry. yet overcame by the 
words, “Man shall not live by bread 
nlone, but by every word of God" 
(Luke ty, 4). The devil's ambition to 
be as God conquered Eve (Isa. xiv, 14; 
Gen. ill, 5), but the Lord Jesus con- 
quered by the words, “Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God.” Adam and 
Eve had been given dominion over all 
things (Gen. i, 26-28), but they lost it 
by giving heed to this great enemy, 
and he has ever since been the god of 
this world (1f Cer. fv, 4). The Lord 
Jesus, the last Adam, knew that some 
day He would restore the dominion to 
man, and the kingdoms of this world 
will be His kingdom (Rey, xi, 15). So 
He could say tothe great adversary, 
“Get thee hence, Satan.” It Is written, 
“Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and Him only shalt thou serve.” We 
read in Luke that “when the devil had 
ended all the temptation he departed 
from Him for a season,” and Matthew 
and Mark tell us that “angels came 
and ministered unto Him.” We must 
remember that the same great adver- 
sary is still going about seeking whom 
he may devour. But with the armot 
provided for. us and by the sword and 
the blood of the Lamb we, too, may 
be overcomers, seeking nothing for our 
selves, walking humbly with our God 
nud worthy of the kingdom and glory 
to which we are called (Eph. vi; Rev. 
xii, 11). If we resist the devil be will 
fee from us, for God Is with us.

An Interesting Study From Historle 
and Pictorial Viewpoints, 

Quite apart from thet vari- 
ous games, playlog cards are up inter. 
esting study from historic aud pie. 
torial points of view, Take first their 
numerical arrangement—52 carda, B68 
pips or dots and 18 tricks, representing 
the weeks and days in the year and the 
lunar months. 

There are four sults, representing 
four classes of people as they were dl- 
vided at the time the pack of cards 
fe now use was devised by the French, 
The “spades” stood for pikemen or sol 
diers, the clubs for clover, typifying 
farmers; the diamonds for building 
tiles, representing artisans, and the 
hearts for choirmen or ecclesiastics, 

The “kings” and “queens” at that 
time were more or less correct likeness 
of certain royal and noble personages. 
Even in our modern packs It Is said 
that one of the queens fs a convention- 
alized portrait of Elizabeth of York, 
who was engaged to the dauphin of 
France, 

The “knaves" were then the king's 
Jesters, and even these cards may be 
portraits, All the court ecards, in fact, 
retain their sixteenth century charac- 
teristics. Cards are among the few 
things that have not changed with the 
centuries.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Singing on Carpet. 

Standing upon carpet bas a tendency 
to muffle the voice, since a layer of 
Inelastic and nonconducting material 
is then interposed between the seat of 
voice production and the floor, which, 
when it is not covered, acts as a sound 
board, taking up the vibrations and 
giving incyeased effect and distinctness 
to them. This can be illustrated by 
placing a timepiece first upon a rug or 
curpet und then upon the bare floor, 
In the latter position the ticking is 
much louder, because the vibrations of 
the clock are then much more forcibly 
communicated to the floor and so to 
the air of the room and finally to the 
ear by actual contact between the 
clock and the floor. A carpet damps 
or kills these vibrations because it is a 
bad conductor of sound, The differ- 
ence, which is so audible in this case, 
is in some degree to be detected when 
the voice Is beard under similar con- 
ditions,

PERILOUS BOATING 


A New Zealand Stream That 
Yields a Series of Thrills. 


RUNNING THE RIVER RAPIDS. 


The Journey Down the Wanganui Is 
Highly Exciting In Spots, Where the 
Swaying Steamer Plunges Through 
the Lines of Boiling Breakers, 


Steambouting ino New Zealand, to 
judge by Charles Bdward Russell's ae- 
count of it in the Twentieth Century 
Magazine, has in ft more excitement 
than relaxation, It is a more or less 
nerve racking experience, not only for 
the anxious passengers, but for the sea- 
soned steamboat men as well, 

The swift water that come 
down from the lofty backbone of the 
Islands are full of rapids that can keep 
the most skillful pilot on the anxious 
seat until they have been suceessfally 
“run.” This is the story of such an 
achievement somewhere on the Wan 
ganui river: 

The captain, a sunburned and active 
young Scot, stands at the great wheel 
forward on the upper deck, whence he 
can bow and. stern Two stout 
Maori youths sit on the forecastle; two 
hover above the rudder; all are armed 
With long, iron shod poles that are to 
be objects of your anxious concern be 
fore the voyage Is done 

The boat ts slipping smoothly along 
the unrippled reach. You look up of a 
sudden and cateh your breath. The 
rapid is direetly in front of you, the 
steamer is tearing into it, and how can 
any xet through such a place? 
Ilere goes the narrow stream, roaring 
and singing past the recks. You can 
see the bottom everywhere. It looks 
only an inch or two from the surface.

BEFORE THE 
COMMITTEE. 


In response to an_ invitation 
given some time ago Congress- 
man Samuel W. MeOall of this 
District appeared before the Con- 
stitutional amendments Committee 
of the Massachusetts Legislature 
last Monday and made a speech 
in opposition to the pending bills 
which provide for the Recall, Ini- 
tintive, and Referendum, subjects 
on which he has bestowed a good 
deal of thought and investigated 
thoroughly. 


At a special session of the 
City Council held last Friday 
evening short work was made of 
the request of the Board of Public 
Works for $14,000 with which to 
purchase an auxiliary pump for 
the pumping station, chiefly on the 
ground that the sum asked for by 
the B. P. W. the Finanee Com- 
mittee returned an unfavorable 
report and the Aldermen refused 
the request for an appropriation. 
The action of the Board creates a 
serious condition in the Water 
Department of this city. That 
the question of an auxiliary pump 
isa perplexing one, and that ics 
settlement in the best way is giv- 
ing the Boards trouble, is ad- 
mitted; but it should be settled 
right and for the best interests of 
all parties concerned. And while 
the problem is being worked out 
the dangerous condition the city 
would be in should the water sup- 
ply be cut off by failure of the 
pumps to do duty, should not, for 
one moment, be forgotten.

od horse Gils are imported here from 
every other Buropean country and 
from South America, from Australia, 
from all ronnd the world, On the oth 
er band, there are more or less Ameri 
cia horse tills exported 

From various causes the supply of 
tails. like that of anything else, 
ay in one country and another vary 
from year to year, and there may be 
vours When the world’s supply is short 
and years when it is plentiful, with 
vorresponding changes In the range of 
prices. Tlorse tails have sold as low 
hs 20 cents a pound, and they have sold 
for a8 thuch as $2. If stocks are searce 
and high in London and ample at low 
er prices here New York importers ship 
horse tails to London, In the contrary 
‘ircumstances London importers might 
ship horse tails here, 

Horsetail airs are sorted for length 
and colors, and they are used either 
alone or nixed with other fibers in the 
tiainufideture of various sorts of brush 
es and mixed with other materials ip 
the manufacture of haircloth. — New 
York Sun.

HOT FOODS | IN RUSSIA. 


The Steaming Sctne sarin a Railroad Eat- 
ing Room. 

We stopped at Lubin for supper. The 
guard unlocked our car, opened the 
door and pointed to the station, where 
we found a monster eating room, with 
huge lunch counters on either side and 
}longe rows of tables down the middle. 
Everybody was standing up. There 
were no anywhere. Hot soft 
drinks were served at the side counters 
and smoking coffee and tall glasses of 
hot, clear tea. The Russian swallows 
only lot drinks and eats only lot foods 
On the center tables, set above spirit 
lamps, were hot dishes with big metal 
covers. There were glasses of hot 
drink for a few kopecks, which the 
Russian pours dewn all at once. 

Taking a plate from a pile standing 
you help yourself to what vic 
tuals you choose. There were hot 
doughnuts with hashed. meat inside, 
hot apple dumplings, hot juicy steaks, 
hot stews, hot fish—all h-o-t. When 
you have eaten your fill you pay your 
bill at a counter near the entrance, ac 
cording to your own reckoning. The 
Russian is honest in little things, and 
nobody doubts your word or questions 
the correctness of your payment. The 
eating room was full of big, tall, ro 
bust, fair haired, blue eyed men and a 
few women. The Russian is big him 
self, he likes big things, he thinks on 
big lines, he sees with wide vision—too 
wide almost to be practical. Hanging 
around the station were groups of un 
kempt, dirty peasants, We see such 
groups of gaping peusants at every sta 
tion, always a hopeless-look of ‘don't 
care” in their eyes.—WiWanr Séymour

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ROME'S COLISEUM 


Majestic Even In Its Ruins Is the 
Historic Old Edifice. 


ITS BLOOD SATURATED ARENA 


On the Occasion of Its Inauguration 
Five Thousand Wild Animals and Ten 
Thousand Captives Were Slain In an 
Orgy That Lasted a Hundred Days. 


Second only to the Acropolis at Ath 
ens In interest to the antiquarian and 
historian in his study of ruins of Bu- 
rope is the Coliseum at Rome. This 
historic edifice was erected during the 
reigns of Vespasian and Titus and in 
honor of the latter. It is sald that 60,- 
000 Jews were engaged in its erection 
for ten years, 

It was a feudal fortress for a long 
time and finally a quarry from which 
were built churches and palaces until 
by its consecration as holy ground on 
account of the number of martyrs sup 
posed to have been immolated there, 
further ravages were stopped. 

It is said to have given seats to 8&7, 
000 spectators and was inagurated A, 
D, 80, the same year in which Titus 
died, on which occasion 5,000 wild an 
imals and 10,000 captives were slain 
The inauguration lasted 100 days. An 
ecclesiastical tradition makes the archi 
tect to have been a Christian, 
Gaudentius, afterward a martyr. 

This structure was originally called 
the Amphitheatrum Flavium, but since 
the time of Bebe it has been known as 
the Coliseum, probably given it because 
of its enormous size. 

The Roman Coliseum became the 
spot where prince and people met to 
gether to witness those sanguinary ex- 
hibitions the degrading effect of which 
on the Roman character can hardly be 
overestimated. The circumference of 
the building ts 1,641 feet, the height of 
the outer wall is 157, the length of the 
arena 278 feet and its width 177. It 
covers an area of six acres. 

It is only by ascending to the upper 
terrace that the enormous size of the 
Coliseum is fully seen, and by moon- 
light the effect of size and massiveness 
is much increased. The ruins south of 
the Coliseum are supposed to have been 
the Vivarium, in which were kept the 
wild beasts for the combats. 

As a general description of the build 
ing the following passage of Gibbon is 
said to be perfect: “The outside of the 
edifice was incrusted with marble and 
decorated with statues, The slopes of 
the vast concave which formed the In- 
side were filled and surrounded with 
sixty or eighty rows of seats, of mar- 


one 


ble likewise, covered with cushions 
and capable of receiving with ease 
about 89,000 spectators. Sixty-four 


‘yomitories’ (for by that name the doors 
were very aptly distinguished) poured 
forth the immense multitude, and the 
entrances, passages and = staircases 
were contrived with such exquisite 
skill that each person, whether of the 
senatorial, the equestrian or the ple- 
beilan order, arrived at his destined 
place without trouble or confusion. 
Nothing was omitted which in any re- 
spect could be subservient to the con- 
venience and pleasure of the specta- 
tors. They were protected from the 
sun and rain by an ample canopy, oc- 
easionally drawn over their heads. The 
uir was continually refreshed by the 
playing of fountains and profusely im 
pregnated by the grateful scent of aro 
matics. 

“In the center of the edifice the arena 
was strewed with the finest sand and 
kuccessively assumed the most differ- 
ent forms. At one moment it seemed 
to rise out of the earth like the garden 
of the Hesperides, and was afterward 
broken into the rocks and caverns of 
Thrace. The subterranean pipes con- 
veyed an inexhaustible supply of 
water, and what had just before ap 
peared a level plain might be suddenly 
converted into a wide lake, covered 
with armed vessels and replenished 
with the monsters of the deep, 

“In the decoration of these scenes 
the Roman emperors displayed their 
wealth and liberality, and we read on 
various occasions that the whole fur 
uiture of the amphitheater consisted 
elther of silver or of gold or of amber. 

“The poet who describes the game of 
Carinus in the character of a shepherd 
attracted to the capitol by the fume of 
their inagnificence affirms that the nets 
designed as a defense against the wild 
beasts were of gold wire, that the por- 
ticoes were gilded and that the ‘belt’ or 
circle which divided the several ranks 
of spectators from each other was stud 


ded with a precious mosaic of beauti-| 


ful stones.” 

In ancient times there was hardly a 
town in the Roman empire which had 
not an amphitheater large enough to 
contain vast multitudes of spectators, 
und as specimens of architecture the 
dumphitheaters were more remarkable 
for the mechanical skill and adtairable 
adaptation to their purpose displayed 
in them than for any beauty of shape 
or decoration..-Chicago News.

Nearly a month ago a_ petition 
presented by the Woburn Board 
of Public Works tor power to 
borrow $50,006 with which to re- 
Iny wornout water mains in this 
city, was denied by the Legiela- 
tive Committee and the petitioners 
given lexve to withdraw. 

Since that time Representative 
Parker of this District has been 
earnest and persistent in his en- 
deavers to obtain a reversal of the 
Committee's decision and get the 
case recommended for further 
hearing and action. In this he 
succeeded last week and March 12 
was appointed on which to give a 
publio hearing.

THE BOULEVARD 
HEARING. 

The large number of prominent 
citizens who attended the Woburn 
Boulevard hearing by the Com- 
mitteo on Metropolitan Affairs at 
the State House last Friday, March

n Tagearet Blodgett, Associate 
ice of the Rhode Island Supreme 
urt for twelve yeara, died on Mon- 
ay at his home in Providence, after a 
protracted illness. He was fifty-three 
vears old. Judge Blodgett had been 
for many years @ prominent figure in 
public life in Rbode Island, having 
served as a State Representative, 
United States Commissioner and iv 
various other minor capacities. He 
was born at Belmont, and was gradu- 
ated from the Watertown High School 
Worcester Academy and from Brown 
University with the class of 1880, the 
class of which William H P. Faunce. 
oow President of the university, wae a 
member. 

Three years later, Mr. Blodgett was 
admitted to the bar, andin 1890 was 
appointed United States Commissioner 
holding that office until he wan elected 
to the Legielature in 1897 After 
serving three terms in the House he 
was elected to the Supreme Court by 
the Legislature. With the exception of 
Chief Justice Dubois he was the oldest 
member of the court in point of service. 
He is survived by a widow and one 
daughter.— Boston Transcript.

of Woburn History. 
Tiod Between 1857 and 1861. 


BY WILLIAM R. OUTTBR 


XIX. 1860 


On Tuesday evening, Aug. 21, 1860, 
the Wide Awake Olub, in uniform and 
with torches, made their firat public 
appearance on the streets. It wan on 
the occasion of a Republican meeting 
in Lyceum Hall, at which addresses 
were expected by Governor Banke and 
Representative D W. Gooch. The 
Wide Awake company was under the 
command of Capt. Timothy Winn, 
and headed by the Malden Brass Baud 
Gov Banke did not appear on this oc 
casion, and all the honors were be- 
stowed on Mr. Gooch, who did the 
speaking. The marching of the Wide 
Awakes was dove ‘twith military pre- 
cision, and showed conclusively the 
effects of good drilling.” 

The papers for the next few months 
were filled with little else than accounta 
of Wide Awake demonstrations and 
Bell and Everett illumionations and pro- 
cessions. Politics now bad their place. 
A Prosident was to be elected by the 
people. There was little doubt in the 
tniods of the Journal readers that Lin- 
colo was to be the next President, ip 
spite of the fact that the ruin of the 
Country was predicted. The country 
had weathered many a severe gale, and 
would outride many more storms. **We 
do not think all the great men are in 
their graves.” The men now living 
were equal to the emergency, should 
the occasion call them forth 

In October, 1860, the Journal eo- 
tered on its tenth year and the tenth 
volume of the series, and the Budget on 
ite sixth volume 

The ‘Everett Guard,” William 
Woodberry, commander (Bell and 
Everett meno) met for drill this mooth 
for the first time. ‘Their equipment 
was six dozen Bell shaped torches 
The number of men at that time was 
about seventy. 

Gardner & Woodeard established a 
shop on Chestout Street, io this month, 
for manufacturing awls. 

The locomotive of the seven o'clock 
train from Boston rao into and through 
the depot, making a bole in the end of 
the building. 

Dr. Daniel March and his wife ro- 
turned from a five months’ trip in 
Europe, Oct., 18, 1860, when a recep— 
tion was givep them io the First Con- 
gregatlooal Church Vestry. 

The following accident illustrates the 
character of the work of covering roofs 
with tar and pebble stoves common at 
this period, (Budget for Oct. 19, 
1860 ) ‘*Laet Saturday afternoon an 
accident occurred on the spot where the 
‘Budget Building’ is being erected. 
Workmen who were putting on the 
roofing had a joist rigged for a derrick, 
and were hoisting bags of pebbles to be 
used on the roof, with au improvised 
tackle. As soon as they began to pull, 
down came the joist, strikiug one 
Michael Murphy on the head, and 
also a son of the builder, G. W. Kim. 
ball. The boy bad a cut six inches 
long, laying bare the skull. Dr. Drew 
dressed the Kimball boy’s wound; but 
fortunately, neither victim was burt 
very seriously. Tbe stick had struck 
the ground first before falling upoo 
them, or their lives had paid the pen- 
alty.” 

Lady Finger potatoes were in vogue 
at this time One mao from one po 
tato bud raised a bushel and a half of 
that variety. 

The Bell and Everett party held a 


demonstrativn io Woburn, Ost. 19, 
1860 At about nine and a_ half 
o'clock the out of town delegations 


were received by the Everett Guard 
(Woburn) accompanied by Gilmore's 
Band. The procession was formed us 
follows; 

Everett Guard of 
Woodberry, 96 men. Melrose Minute 
Men, 89 men. Appleton Guard, East 
Cambridge, 73 men. Oompany A of 
Boston (delegation) 25 men Zouave 
Club, Somerville, 57 meno W ioches- 
ter Union Club, 24 men. 

The exercises in Lyceum Hall did 
not begio until eleven o’clock, and, on 
account of the lateness of the hour, 
did not amount to much. The march- 
ere proceeded to the Town Hall for a 
collation. The *big Bell’ from Bos- 
ton, reached town about four o'clock io 
the afternoon, and was rung during the 
marching of the procession. 

The Budget (tor Oct. 28, 1860) 
gives a ratber fuller account of the ad 
vent of this bell. ‘The large bell com 
ing into town, ringiug an alarm, was 
mounted on a truck drawo by four 
horses decked with plumes. Before 
the eveniog arrived it had been to 
North Woburn and Cummingaville, 
and a large number of persons, by its 
means, were called to the Centre, so 
that by the time of the procession, 
Main Street presented a very lively up 
pearance, and a cheerful reception was 
given to all the visitors fram ubroad, 
irrespective of partisan proglivities. 
The Republicans gave up their staff 
and line for the flag of the Union men 
Nioe cars came from Boston over the 
Woburn Branch bearing the Bell aud 
Everett paraders, The train, however, 
did not arrive until ten o'clock, P. M , 
bringing 182 men. 

The Woburn company’s uniform 
was citizens’ dress, glazed cap, and 
colored bell-shaped torches. Other or 
ganizations carried colored lavterns nnd 
square torches, and wore white capes 
aud caps, aud zouave uniforms. Others 
wore plaio citizen's dress 

The dedication of the new edifice of 
the First Congregational Society oe- 
curred ov Oct, 81, 1860. It was es 
timated that not less than (wo thousand 
persous were present. Mr. March 
(afterwards Dr. March) preached the 
sermon, which was published ia full iv 
the papers An origioal anthem by 
Joho A Gould, the organist, was 
sung The length of the frame of the 
building was 110 feet, width 80 feet, 
aud the height of the spire 196 feet, 
Ou the evening after the dedication ap 
organ concert was giveu io the church 
by eminent experts to show the merits 
of the uew organ 

The Budget gives the following his- 
tory of the previous situation, ‘Kor 
twenty years (he First Congregational 
Society of this town have worshipped 
in ooe house When it [that foriner 
havens was built, the saceommodations 
were deemed ample, and the edifice was 
ihe largest (hat had eyer been erected iv 
town, Recently the congregation has 
so largely increased that the old house 
would not accommodate all who desired 
(o atteud service there,” Henve « 


Woburn, Ouapt 
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new and larger house wae built, ete, 
“The edifice now complete in one of 
the handeomest churches that can be 
found inthe State.” Then follows a 
very careful and minute deseription, 
which is worth referring to, but we 
have atill the edifice right before us, 
and with very slight changes, ao the 
building can atill show for iteelf. 

In November, the presidential elect 
ion was over, and the Woburn Wide 
Awakes celebrated the occasion with a 
demonstration, whieh was said to be 
the most lively time Woburn had ever 
experienced. Illuminations, flag a, 
streamers, Chinese lanterns, fireworks, 
bands, and paraders were prominent 
features. The Wide Awakes, with 
their peculiar uniforms, organization, 
and enthusiasm were the life and soul 
ofthe hard fought battle of securing 
Lincoln's election,

There are many strange, uncivilized 
yoop'e among the Aaslatic Americans 
of the Philippine Islands,

tribe of savages. Their head women 
have thelr arms almost completely 
rovered with strings of beads, wound 
so a8 to form beautiful and striking 
Jesirns. A long, heavy string of bends 
» ‘9 ts tated around the hair and 
! s dovn the back like a braid. The 
tkirt of these head women is white, 
with a blue border, and the waist fs of 
ight yellow, They smoke pipes of 
swolld silver, ornamented with bangles, 
in the bowls of which pieces of cigar 
are inserted, 

The typical young Tingian chieftain 
wears o stiff collar of beads and a gay- 
y colored calico shirt, over which is a 
sort of searf trimmed with many ail- 
ver colns, The members of this tribe 
are very fond of silver. They make a 
large number of finger rings from 
silver coins, and each man usually has 
from five to ten of these rings about 
his person, but not necessarily on his 
fingers. 

The Tingians are fond of a peculiar 
lance. The music is produced by beat- 
iy with the palms of the hands on 
‘gunsas” or tomtoms. The dancers, a 
man ond a woman, with arms out- 
atretehed, circle about each other in a 
spirak the man pursuing the woman 
with a quick, Jerky step. As they ap- 
srouch the center of the spiral he sud- 
lenly swoops upon her, when she al- 
iwnys eludes him by suddenly darting 
sut of his reach.—Forrest Clark in Les- 
fe's. 


SLEEP AND REST. 


Every Organ of the Human Body Has 
Its Periods of Repose. 

All the organs of life rest in some 
way or other. The heart has an Inter- 
ral of rest between each combined act 
if contraction and expansion and the 
beginning of a fresh act.

Old physiologists supposed that sleep 
wns coused by the pressure of the 
plood-on the brain. But modern physi- 
logy, with a tendency to regard the 
orain as the origin of all force and of 
ill functions of the body, inclines to 
the view that sleep is caused by a 
withdrawal of blood from the brain. 

As a rule, the larger the brain the 
nore sleep it requires. Webster went 
to bed at 9 o'clock and rose at 5. Gen- 
aral Grant used to say during his cam- 
yaigns, “I can do nothing without nine 
10urs’ sleep.”’

A BIT OF NAVAL HISTORY. 


Origin of the Corps of Professors of 


Mathematics. 
Before the Naval academy was es- 
tablished midshipmen received their 


education entirely on board ship. ‘Their 
technical education was obtained in 
the school of experience, helped out 
occasionally by the voluntary efforta 
of the older Iine officers. Their gen- 
eral education was at first neglected, 
but later instructors were appointed 
for service on ships that carried mid- 
shipmen. These were appointed by 
the secretary of the navy for stated 
periods, mnuch as civilian instructors 
nt the Naval academy are appointed 
at the present time. In 1842 a general 
order was issued providing that they 
should live and mess with lieutenants. 
They were commissioned in 1848, but 
specific rank was not given them until 
the general reorganization of all staff 
corps during the civil war, 

The late Professor H. H. Lockwood, 
U. 8. N., in some very interesting rem- 
iniscences rend before the Naval 
Academy Graduates’ association in 
1893 relates how the corps of profes- 
sors of mathematics came to be form- 
ed. In the early days of the Naval 
academy he was one of its instructors. 
He had had service in the army, and 
in the development of the course of in- 
struction he determined, after consul- 
tation with the superintendent, to give 
the midshipmen a little infantry drill. 
This did not sult the proud spirits of 
the young gentlemen of that day, and 
to show their disapproval of this and 
other efforts of the professor they hung 
him in effigy. An investigation and a 
court martial followed on the charge 
of insulting a superior officer. 

The defense put up the plea that the 
instructor was not a superior officer. 
Such a condition is hard to understand 
at this time, when the status of offi- 
cers, instructors and midshipmen at

The Tolling 
Bell 


It Was a Mystery, but It 
Was Explained

When | was master of the Helen 
MacAvoy, one of the old time brigs, | 
Was on deck one night keeping a gen- 
eral lookout. ,The sky was overcast, 
rendering the night dark, but there 
was no wind The sea was smooth 
nly for a ground swell. According to 
in observation taken the previous noon, 
we were not near any land or sunken 
rocks—that 1s, nothing to warrant a 
warning to ships. 

And yet there came across the sur- 
face of the water, “mellowed by dis- 
tance,” the sound of a buoy bell. I say 
iu buoy bell because it tolled with that 
irregularity which sailors would recog 
nize at once as belonging to these bell 
warnings against dangerous places at 
hen 

1 at once ordered the lead heaved, but 
“no bottom" was reported. Neverthe 
less [| confess I was very uneasy. 
hough we were in deep water, we 
night be near a ledge. However, we 
could do nothing but keep posted so 
fur es posstble as to the depth of wa 
ter beneuth us, and, though we kept 
iowering the lead, we did not reach 
bottom, 

Meanwhile, though we were scarcely 
moving, we continued to approach the 
bell or it approached us, for the sound 
became gradually more and more dis- 
tinct. 

I would have cast anchor except for 
the fact that there was no bottom, 
I could only wait for developments 
The watch heard the tolling and were 
on the qui vive for something to hap- 
pen. Those below came up one by one 
and leaned against the rail, listening, 
or in knots discussed in low tones what 
the mysterious sound might be. 

The strokes continued to approach us 
or we them till they seemed to be 
scarcely a cable’s length distant. Then 
we began to make out something black 
dead ahead. T called out to the man at 
the wheel to port the helm, He did so, 
but there was so little headway that 
our course was but slightly deflected. 
A blick hulk passed so near us that 
we could see it was there, but so far 
that we could not distinguish what it 
was. 

Nevertheless we all agreed that it 
was afloat and drifting. Gradually 
the tolling of the bell became less and 
less distinet, but did not die out entire- 
ly for more than an hour, It was a 
grewsome sound and depressed the 
crew, causing forebodings among the 
superstitious. 

The next morning a vessel appeared 
far astern of us. She had no sails set, 
and our glasses failed to reveal any 
one aboard. A fresh breeze blowing in 
her direction sprang up, and since on 
the course we were sailing it was dead 
ahead I concluded to turn about and 
investigate this strange ship. As we 
neared her we failed to see any one 
aboard of her, and her wheel was re- 
volving as the rudder was swayed by 
the waves. 

If any of the sails had been set 
they had been blown away. As soon 
us we came within hearing distance 
we knew that the tolling of the night 
before came from her, for we began to 
hear it again. It was evident that she 
was nu derelict, and I inferred that the 
rope attached to the clapper of her bell 
had either rotted away or become 
loosened, so that as she rose and fell 
on the seas the bell was tolled. 

As soon as we caine within easy 
reach of her 1 ordered a boat lowered, 
and I was pulled to the derelict. A 
Jadder was hanging to her side, so we 
had no difliculty in getting aboard of 
her. 

We found the sails furled and a 
eable dangling from her bow with the 
starbonrd anchor gone, indicating that 
she had been lying at anchor and had 
been blown away. This theory was 
borne out by the fact that most of her 
boats were gone, no fragment of them 
being left, indicating that the crew 
had taken them. The ladder hanging 
over the side was further proof of this. 
The ship was not in bad condition 
Indeed, had I seen any one aboard of 
her I should uot have taken her for a 
derelict. 

There were one thing that puzzled 
me. he bell rope bad not been parted; 
it was hanging loose, Why it was so I 
could not divine. Such ropes are always 
fastened, and I suw no reason why it 
should have been left unfastened or 
have become so after the crew bad 
left the ship. 

There was nothing open that would 
jeopardize the ship in ease of bad 
weather. The bhatehes were in place 
und the companionway closed. Why 
this wus so | could not understand— 
that is, if the crew had gone ashore 
from the anchorage, leaving her alone, 
und she had been blown off,

On the broad berth a little boy, not 
a year old, sat looking at me.

She was go low 
that I dared not move her, and yet | 
would not leave ber, We remained 
near the vessel all day, and before dark 
1 determined to take her and her boy 
ou to our own ship. Wrapping her in 
blankets, we carried her on deck, The 
moat difficult part of it was to get her 
into the boat, but we accomplished this 
by tving ber in o bammock and with a 


rope at each end lowered her. The ba- 
In the 


by I carried down in my arms. 
same way we took her aboard the Mac 
Avoys. 

The derelict was in such good condi- 


tion that 1 concluded to put a prize 
crew aboard of ber and send her to 


Honolulu, not many days’ sail to the 
north of us. There would be nothing 
to do but provision and water her, 
though it would be safer to do some 
pumping, so | sent baif » dozen men 
aboard of her with what they would 
need and had the pleasure of seeing 
them hoist her sails and move away 
northward. 

The woman we had rescued was 
ready the next morning to give the 
main points of her experience. The 
ship was commanded by her husband. 
They had sailed from San Francisco 
for the Hawallan Islands. Blown off 
their course by bad weather, they had 
come upon an Island. Their stores 
and water being pretty nearly exhaust- 
ed from being out longer than they 
had expected, the captain had taken 
the main part of the crew ashore to 
see If he could replenish both, leaving 
only three men aboard. While they 
were gone a hurricane sprang up from 
off shore, parted the cable by which 
the ship was anchored, and she was 
blown out to sea. The captain's wife 
helped the men to get down the 
hatches, This was about all they 
could do to keep the vessel afloat. 
The men remalined on deck trying to 
get her under control, but every one 
of them was washed overboard. 

When the storm abated the captain's 
wife found herself at sea on a dere- 
lict. Most of the food left aboard had 
been damaged. The mother, fearing 
that before they would be rescued the 
supply of food necessary to keep them 
both allve would be exhausted, kept 
it for her child. She thought over 
possible ways to attract attention of 
other yessels, but could devise no way 
except to loosen the bell rope and let 
the clupper swing with the waves 
This done, she remained tn her cabin 
with ber child awaiting such fate as 
Providence might have for them, 

She had no idea how many days she 
had been afloat. Her little larder 
grew less and less every day, and, 
while at first she ate what was abso- 
lutely necessary to keep sufficient 
strength in her to take care of her 
child, at last, that the little one might 
live as loug as possible to get the ben- 
efit of a rescue, she refrained from 
food entirely. It is probable that had 
our coming been delayed a few hours 
she would have died. 

I got whut information I could from 
her as to the island on which ber hus- 
band and his crew had been marooned 
and judged that it was one of the Spor 
ades on the Polynesian groups. I was 
bound for the Philippines, so that both 
these groups lay in my course. It be 
hooved me to find them if possible, not 
only to reunite this family, but take off 
the marooned men. A few days’ sail 
brought us to the first of the groups, 
but we heard nothing of the men we 
searched for. But when we struck the 
Polynesians we had better success 
The rescued woman was on deck when 
we passed one of them and recognized 
it as the island from which she had 
been blown. We circled it and on a 
bit of high ground saw with a glass 
something white fluttering, We turn- 
ed our course toward it and struck the 
marooned men. 

As we approached we saw them 
standing on the shore watching us, and 
presently we beard the cheer, but 
when we came near enough to make 
them hear that we had the captain's 
wife and boy on board they went wild 
with deNght, and | saw one of them 
drop on his knees. I was sure it was 
the captain himself. 

I shall never forget the meeting be- 
tween the captain and his wife, to say 
nothing at his having his boy restored 
to him. He was so relieved and de- 
lighted at their restoration that for 
some time he did not ask for the story 
of their rescue, When he had heard it 
and that his ship was also saved and 
gone to Honolulu he had nothing fur 
ther to desire. 

We took him and his crew aboard 
and transferred them to the first ship 
we met going westward. 

From that day to this there are two 
things connected with the adventure 
that will never fade from my memory 
I shall never cease to hear the melan 
choly irregular tolling of that ship's 
bell. But, more than this, the sudden 
coming upon that picture of innocent 
budding Hfe, unconscious of the dread- 
ful situation of which it was the cen- 
ter, Js stamped indelibly on my men- 
tal vision. I had found in the midst of 
an ocean an ship, on that ship the only 
conscious thing was a child and on 
that child's face a smile.

A WELL SET TRAP 


Snared a Blackmailer Who Dared 
to Invade Wall Street. 


TRIED TO WORK JAY GOULD. 


But the Old Financier Was Not to Be 
Scared by a Black Hand Letter, and 
His Partner Fixed Up a Scheme That 
Cleverly Caught the Culprit, 


The late Jay Gould arrived at his of- 
fice one morning in a state of mind. 
"There!" he said to his favorite part- 
her, flinging down a letter which had 
been nddressed to Mrs, Jay Gould. “I 
don't mind thetr writing their seurril- 
ous things to me, but when they begin 
to send them to my wife it's got to be 
stopped. What can you do?" 

The partner first read the letter. The 
Writer premised that he had lost a grent 
deal of money speculating in Gould 
stocks, especially Missouri Pacific, and 
required that he be advised how to get 
back what he had lost and more be 
sides, Unless Mr. Gould imparted to 
him straight, bona fide money making 
information he would destroy Mrs. 
Gould. The manner in which he de 
sired the information to be imparted 
was this: Every morning an advertise 
ment should be inserted in the personal 
column of a certain New York news- 
paper advising him when to buy and 
when to sell Missouri Pacific. The ad 
vertisement should be written in a code 
which he had devised, so that he alone 
would receive and understand the tip. 

“T think I can eatch him,” said Mr.

The partner, who had a shrewd un 
derstanding of human nature, proceed 
ed in an unexpected manner.

On 
the next day an advertisement was 
inserted, as the blackmailer had re- 
quested, informing him agreeably to 
his code to buy Missourl Pacifie and 
to watch for further instructions, Mis- 
sourl Pacifie stock went up. <A few 
days later another advertisement was 
inserted telling him to sell Missouri 
Pacific. And Missouri Pacific declin- 
ed. Again he was told when to buy 
it and again when to sell it, and when 
this had been repeated a number of 
times the partner was ready to spring 
the trap. He inserted an advertise 
ment which took the blackmailer off 
his guard. It read somewhat like this: 

“Missourt Pacific.—The person who 
has been receiving information to his 
own profit about the movements of 
this stock has not kept faith with us. 
He has been imparting it to others. 
For that reason it is discontinued.” 

That was not true. There was not 
the slightest reason to believe that the 
Dlackmailer had imparted his informa- 


tion to others; there had been even 
ho conclusive evidence of his acting 
ou it for himself, as he would not be 


likely to speculate on so large a scale 
ts to be recognized in the stock mar 
ket. But even in a few hundred shares 
at a time a man could make a great 
deal of money in a short time if he 
knew beforehand infallibly when the 
price would rise and when it would 
fall. Mr. Gould's partner counted 
upon the man’s natural impulse when 
necused of having, by his own lack 
of discretion, slain his goose. The im- 
pulse would be to deny that he had 
broken faith. The chances were that 
he would deny it by letter. The trick 
was to nail him as he mailed the letter

SECRET INK. 


Writing Which May Be Made invisible 


or Vigible at Will. 

There are several ways in which two 
persons can correspond with each oth 
er unknown to even the people before 
whose eyes the very letter is held. Ovid 
taught young women when writing to 
their lovers they should use new milk 
as ink. This when dried is invisible, 
but by scattering coal dust or soot upon 
the paper the writing becomes legible. 
Ansonius adopted this method when 
writing to Paulinus. 

Diluted sulphuric acid, lemon juice, 
solutions of nitrate and chloride of 
cobalt or of chloride of copper write 
colorless, but on being heated the char- 
acters written with the first two be- 
come black or brown and the latter 
green. When the paper becomes cool 
the writing disappears and leaves the 
paper blank again. Saltpeter dissolved 
in water and equal parts of sulphate of 
copper and sal ammoniae dissolved in 
water are two good invisible inks. 

There are also some inks which are 
invisible when dry, but visible when 
moistened with another liquid. Thus 
a solution of muriate of antimony 
washed with tincture of galls becomes 
yellow, green vitriol ink washed with 
the same solution turns black, nitrate 
of cobalt washed with oxalic acid turns 
blue, arsennte of potash with nitrate 
of copper green, solution of gold with 
muriate of tin purple, 

The Ferocious Microbe, 

Life is growing too complicated for 
the average unlearned human being, 
says the Dietetic and Hygienie Ga- 
zette. It has been discovered by med- 
fenl men that birds are dangerous 
carriers of disease—that “even the 
fluttering of a canary in Its cage may 
throw out infection’ and that as for 
the companionable, impudent parrot, 
he often suffers from something called 
psittacose, which may be transmitted 
to the unsuspecting owner. The un- 
friendly germ, the vindictive animal- 
cule, the blustering bacillus, browse on 
our carpets, hide in our books, hold 
swimming races in the water we 
drink. They seat themselves by our 
side in the trains, invade the very 
clothes we wear and penetrate to the

SUNDAY SCHOOL, 


Lesson X.—First Quarter, For 
March 10, 1912. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark i, 29-45, 
Memory Verses, 40, 41—Golden Text, 
Matt. viii, 17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The events of this lesson, the heal- 
ing of the fever stricken and all man- 
ner of diseased people and spirit pos- 
sessed and the healing of 
a leper, are all samples of the king 
dom which was at hand, but which did 
not come because they would not have 
Him, Verse 80 of our lesson summa 
rizes it briefly, “He preached in thelr 
synagogues throughout all Galilee and 
cast out demons.” It is more fully 
stated in Matt, iv, 23, “And Jesus went 
about all Galilee, teaching in their 
synagogues and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom and healing all manner 
of sickness and all manner of disease 
among the people.” It was predicted 
by the prophets that in the kingdom 
the blind wuld see, the deaf hear, the 
dumb sing, the lame leap as a hart, 
and no one complain because of sick- 
ness, for iniquity would be forgiven 
(Isa, xXxill, 24; xxxv, 56, 6). It was 
also predicted that in the kingdom 
wolves and lambs, leopards and kids, 
calves and lions, cows and bears and 
little children would all live in peace 
together (Isa. xi, 6-0; Ixv, 25). No one 
seems to expect these last mentioned 
things until Jesus shall come again, 
but many are wondering why they can- 
not be healed of all diseases even 
though the kingdom has not come. 
They usk often complainingly, “Is not 
the body as well as the soul included 
in the atonement?” Yes; the great 
atonement the body, too, 


people 


will reach 
and in the resurrection these bodies of 
our humiliation will be fashioned like 
His glorious body, but till then we 
must wait patiently in strength or 
weakness, 1s He may in His infinite 
love and wisdom decide. Some are 
healed by His hand without a physi- 
clan and some by His blessing upon 
the physician's skill and medicine, 
while some continue in weakness, and 
many are passing out from the mortal 
body. The truly devout soul says un- 
der all circumstances, “Even so, Fa- 
ther,” and rejoices in the perfect will 
of God. 

Our lesson verses 29 to 31 tell of His 
going from the synagogue to the home 
of Simon and Andrew, where Simon's 
wife's mother lay sick of a fever. He 
took her by the hand, rebuked the fe- 
ver, and immediately she was well 
and ministered to them, Compare the 
ministry of angels in verse 13. Think 
of Samuel as a little boy ministering 
to the Lord (1 Sam. fii, 1) and let all 
our service be “unto the Lord” and 
“before the Lord.” Possibly more 
might be healed if He saw that they 
would minister unto Him, for He is 
seeking in every way to bring people 
unto Himself that He may fill them 
with His fullness (Ex. xix, 4; I Pet. 
iii, 18). 

Verses 32 to 34 tell of all manner of 
diseased and demon possessed people 
being brought to Him to be healed, 
and it is written here and in the paral- 
lel accounts in Matthew and Luke that 
He laid His hands on every one of 
them and healed them (Luke iv, 40); 
that He cast out the spirits with His 
word and healed all that were sick, 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoke by Isaiah the prophet, saying, 
“Himself took our infirmities and bare 
our sicknesses” (Matt. vill, 16, 17; Isa. 
iil, 4). If they had only received Him 
as their Messiah the Lord would have 
made bare His holy arm in the eyes of 
all the nations, and all the ends of 
the earth should have seen the salva- 
tion of our God (Isa. Hi, 10), but be- 
cause He is still the despised and re- 
jected one of Israel we continue in 
faith and patience to wait for His re- 
turn. He needs no testimony from His 
adversaries, so He suffered not the de 
mons to speak even though they said, 
“Thou art Christ, the Son of God.” 

Lesson verses 35 to 89 tell of His ear- 
ly morning praying a great while be- 
fore day, having gone off to a soll- 
tary place. Since He felt the need of 
being away from even these few dis- 
ciples that He might the better com- 
mune with His Father, how can we 
know much of real communion with 
God in the constantly busy life that 
so many lead? It is true that we can 
pray to God anywhere and at any time, 
but see how He went away alone, Si 
mon and the others found Him and 
told Him that people were looking for 
Him; then He said: “Let us go into the 
next towns.” “I must preach the king 
dom of God to other cities also.” We 
tmust not forget that “the fleld is the 
world” and our orders are, Go ye into 
nll the world.” The four lepers of 
Samaria should put us to shame with 
their words: “Wedo not well. This day 
is a day of good tidings, and we hold 
our peace” (11 Kings vil, 9), Our les 
son chapter closes with the record of 
na healed leper who published and 
blazed abroad the fact of his being 
healed so widely that Jesus had to 
stay away from the cities, and the peo 
ple came to Him from every quarter 
He is still the same Jesus, full of com 
passion as when He said to that leper, 
“I will, be thou clean,” and as quickly 
as the leper was healed (immediately) 
just as quickly can a sinner be saved. 
Without money and without price He 
gives eternal life to all who receive 
Him. The strange thing is that those 
who profess to have been saved by 
Him have not the zeal of this leper nor 
gratitude enough to tell others the glad 
tidings.

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A GREAT VICTORY. 


The erp of what is called 
the People’s Primary Bill by tho 
Massachusetts Senate last Monday 
is claimed by the Roosevelt blow- 
ers and strikers as a ‘swooping 
victory” for them, and overwhelm- 
ing defeat of the Republican 
‘‘Bosses”—Lodge, Crane, and 
other leaders of their party. The 
Insurgent papers of Boston are 
especially jubilant over the ‘vic- 
tory.’ ‘ 

The Bill provides fer the elect- 
ion of all delegates direct by the 
voters to the Primaries, and makes 
provision for the voters to express 
their preference for candidates for 
President and Vice-President—as 
harmless and unimportant piece of 
legislation as was ever enacted in 
this State. 

Inasmuch as it was not a Re- 
publican measure, as the vote on 
it showed; and inasmuch us the 
‘*Bosses” took no particular inter- 
est in it; and whereas only the 
Rooeevelt workers cared anything 
about it, where their ‘‘sweeping 
victory” comes in it is hard to 
discover. 

From tho present outlook it is 
perfectly safe to say that Taft will 
have every Massachusetts delegate 
in the Republican National con- 
vention next June, and that 
Roosevelt will come out at the 
little end of the horn. 


GREATER BOSTON. 


On Jast Wednesday, March 13, 
the Commitcee on Metropolitan 
Affairs of the Legislature gave a 
public hearing on the Metropoli- 
tan Plan Commission Bill, the in- 
tent of which is to give Boston 
power to absorb all the towns and 
cities in the Suburban District 
and thereby create a ‘Greater 
Boston.” Other measures for the 
sume purpose are under consider- 
ution. For instance there is the 
Kelley Annexation Bill; the Plan- 
ning Bill; the Association Bill; 
and perhaps others, none of which 
are likely to succeed, for they are 
actively opposed by ‘all the towns 
and cities in the Metropolitan 
District. 


COAL FAMINE. 


Reports from reliable sources 
declare that a world wide strike of 
coal miners is imminent—indeed, 
that April 1 next ie the date de- 
termined on for it. In case it 
should occur the countries that 
will be the most seriously affected 
by it are the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany. 

This country is already feeling 
the effects of natrike or something 
as bad for the price of coal is now 
almost beyond the reach of the 
common people, and some retail- 
ers in and around Boston refuse to 
deliver more than half a ton on 
order for twice that quantity. 

The prospect for fuel at reason 
able prices is not an encouraging 
one. 


1HE SOUTH POLE.

Registration in Pharmacy, on its own 
initiative, notified the druggists to ap 
pear before it and show cause whiy 
their certificates of Atness, whieh are a 
pre requisite to a sixth class license, 
should not be suspended for the remain 
der of the license year, which expires 
April 30, 1912. 

Pursunat to this notice a hearing 
was held at the State Capitol on Mon 
day, February 19th The following 
druggists xppeared: Samuel Highley, 
Edward H. Callahan, Daniel W. 
Kelley and Cecil T. Duncan. The 
druggists were represented by Edward 
F. Brady, Esq , who baa been associ- 
ated with Joho P. Feeney, council for 
the druggists, in the trial of the cases at 
Woburn, Mr. Feeney could not be 
present owing to a peremptory court 
angagement elsaewhore. The druggists 
presented their evidence first and the 
Woburn Law Enforcement League 
followed, a delegation of the League 
beieg present and evidence being given 
Guy A. Ham, Esq,, appeared for the 
Woburn Law Enforcement League, 
and after arguments by council the 
hearing was closed. 

The Board, before making its find 
ings acceeded to a request of John P 
Feeney to be heard, counsel for the 
Woburo Law Entorcement Loague was 
notified, and a hearing was had Tues 
day, Murch 12, 1912 at LUA M at 
the State Capitol, at which time Mr. 
Feeney made an argument to the Board 
und Lawyer Harry H. Ham, represent 
ing the Woburn Law Enforcement 
League, made an argument iu reply. 
Lawyer Guy A. Ham was absent from 
the city on business. Later in the day 
the Board of Pharmacy made public its 
finding, which is a suspension of the 
High 
ley, Edward H. Callahan, Daniel W 
Kelley and Cecil T. Duncan, which 
ulso suspends their sixth class licenses 
for the remainder of the license year. 

The power to take this action is cou 
ferred upon the State Board of Regis 
(ration io Pharmacy by Chapter 76 of 
the Revised Laws, Section 23, as 
amended by Chap, 308, Acts of 1907, 
nod Chap. 261, Acts of 1909. The 
following is the language of the statute: 
“The Board may, after giving « hear- 
ing to the parties interested, revoke or 
suspend such certificate for any cause 
that it may deem proper, aud such re- 
vocation or suspension shall revoke or 
suspend the sixth class license granted 
thereon.” Under this statute the Board 
of Pharmacy is not confived to a record 
of final conviction and sentence, but 
may suspend or revoke a certificate of 
fitness for any cause that the Board 
deems proper. —X.

Phases Woburn History 


d Between 1857 and 1861

This display waa int nded to be the 
close of the campaign. Wide Awnkes 
and all others were now expected to at- 
tend to the graver duties of life. The 
Budget account mentions the namer of 
many participants who have all long 
since passed off the stave of life. The 
same paper alao apoke of many things 
worth remembering. I can only repent 
afew of them. Pettengill & Follana- 
bee burned a mammoth candle three 
feet long at their store. At the resi 
deuce of Mra. N. B Grammer, a can- 
opy of flags was arranged over the front 
entrance, and a company of little girls 
were gathered there. When the pro- 
cession reached that point, a litthe Miss 
attired in white, in the center of the 
group, called for three cheers for Lin 
coln and Hamlin, which were heartily 
given by her companions, and the 
Wide Awnkes went through one of 
their fancy movements In tront of 
the Central House the Wide Awakes 
made a rail fence in marching. 

The editor of ove of the Woburn 
papera suid that this Wide Awake ex- 
citement furnished amusement for a 
large number of porsons. He was un- 
doubtedly right in that statement. ‘To 
march through the streets, with « 
lighted torch on ove shoulder, to the en- 
liveniog sound of martial mnsic, is no 
hardship to the average young person; 
and to see the sights of the town, and 
the brilliant illuminations of the houses, 
is also worth while; to say nothing ol 
the inducements afforded by a promised 
collation. ‘There are multitudes who 
enjoy such a thing; but there was also, 
io theao days, an element of danger 
from the rough element, the pestiferous 
scum of the cities, the **plug uglies’’ of 
the period, who, takiog advantage of 
the surrounding darkness, would throw 
stones with a view of demolishing the 
transparencies, and of hittiog such un- 
fortunate mortals io the procession with 
their missiles as chanced to be in the 
way. Then the babit of these 
‘tanimala” of making oceasional rushes 
oo the ranks, wheo an opportunity af 
forded, made their presence still more 
obnoxious. A man from Wilmiogton— 
that very quiet towo—was so badly in- 
jured while marching in # procession in 
Boston, during a conflict with this ele 
ment, that he soon died in consequence. 
Had he died in the War for the Union 
a little later, his death would certainly 
have counted for much more, but, 
nevertheless, this life was sacrificed in 
the cause of his country. We boys 
heard a rumor of a rather insignificant 
looking member of the Wide Awakes, 
tbat he carried a small pistol in his 
pocksat, when he marched with the 
Woburn Company ino the great proces- 
sion in Boston. We also heard that 
others carried billies concealed under 
their clothes, in order to be prepured 
for an emergency. The attack on the 
juvenile company, commanded by our 
present citizen Joseph Buck, already 
alluded to, occasioned more newspaper 
comment than I realized at the time. 
Ooe correspondent, calling himself a 
‘Black Republican,” commended our 
courageous example; ‘teven the child- 
ren were in favor of the extinction of 
slavery and the election of Lincoln.’ 
Another writer spoke of us as having 
been attacked by an ‘tarmy of the al- 
iens ;” exaggerating the occasion far be- 
yond its deserts As TI look on it now, 
probably all this was written for politi- 
cal effect. ‘The ** Thompsonville Wide 
Awakes,” as we were called (coming 
from the lower eud of Pleasant Street) 
had not marched io vain. Our blood 
did pot then wet Massachusetts soil. 
Most of us are probably living yet. 
Our parents were probably disappointed 
autour reception. The ‘*good,” they 
doubtless thought, should be allowed 
to march anywhere without molesta- 
tion. The rowdy element thought 
otherwise. They only saw «a small 
company of boys with paper lanterus 
aud took advantage of (heir small nume 
ber and their size (o attack them at the 
first opportunity. But the small oum- 
ber held bravely oo to their duty and 
their march, and were not dispersed till 
it was over.

George E. Whiting, the emiuent or- 
gauist [now resident in Roxbury] was 
the organist of the new Congregational 
Church io Woburn, at the latter end of 
the year 1860. 

In the last of December, 1860, the 
Woburn Weekly Budget occupied its 
uew building. The roof was flat and 
covered with composition, and upon it 
wus erected a flagstaff. 

A loon was caught on theice by a 
boy on Horn Pond, Dec, 20, 1860. It 
was wild and bit the boy, and yave an 
illustration to the spectators of the 
meaning of the expression '*screaming 
ike a loon.” 

A skating park of about ten acres 
was formed by damming the brook 
that crossed ‘Tweed's Lane (present 
Prospect Street) It was very 
vear Main Sircet, that hundreds soon 
visited it, aod it became very popular 

To preserve the continuity of my 
subject, **to the begiouing of the Civil 
War,” three months of 1661 must be 
added to this chroulcle. Many of the 
large buildings, we see now in Woburn 
were erected in 1860, aod that we miy 
cousider as the baover year of erecting 
buildings io Woburn ‘There is no 
need of attempting an evumeration, 
These articles are already long, aud 
the writer of chrovicles must omit much 
in order to keep within reasouable 
lunits. I have savoided recalling the 
dinugreeable, and aside from railroad 
accidents, have said little concerning 
such calamities, aud other fatal catas- 
trophes, aa the towo waa theo large 
enough to bave a@ large number ol 
them.

QUALITY OF MILK. 


It Can Easily Be Determined by Using 
the Candle Test, 

Were is a very simple way in which 
fo test the quality of the milk you 
buy. First stir the milk with a spoon 
In order to disseminate into the whole 
Hquid the eream which may have 
come to the surface, Then one vol 
ume of milk Is poured into fifty vol 
umes of water—one fluid ounce to two 
and a half pints, A candle is Hghted 


in a dark room. Take an ordinary 
Qrinking glass with o tolerably  tlat 
and even bottom and hold it right 


ibove the candle at a distance of 
about one foot from it, so as to be 
ible to see the flame of the eandle 
through the bottom of the glass. Then 
pour slowly the diluted milk into the 
lass, 

The flame becomes bright as 
the level of the liquid rises Into the 


less 


glass, The flame is soon reduced to a 
dull white spot. A little more liquid 
slowly added, so as to avoid pouring 


tin excess, and the flame becomes ab 
solutely invisible. All that remains to 
be done is to measure the height of 
the liquid tn the glass, this being most 
conveniently ascertained by dipping 
Into it a strip of pasteboard and then 
measuring the wet part. It should 
mensure not over one inch if the milk 
Is pure. With ood quality milk, dl- 
luted and tested as stated, the depth 
will be about seven-elghths of an ineh 
before the flame is lost to view. <A 
mixture of one volume of milk and a 
half a volume of water should show 
a depth of one and a half inches, A 
depth of two inches indicates either 
partially skimmed milk or a mixture 
of one volume of good milk and one 
of water, and so on, 

The process is based upon the close 
relation between the opacity of milk 
and the number of fatty corpuscles 
contained in it. Joth skimming and 
the adding of water work in the sume 
direction — namely, to decrense the 
opacity of milk. The same cannot be 
said of the density Skimming in- 
erenses it. Adding water decrenses tt, 
and the common test that consists in 
the mere introduction of the laeto 
densimeter ip milk is worthless, as 
skimmed milk may have a normal 
density if care has been taken to pour 
Into it a certain amount of water, 
New York World.

written in the “trellis” or “erill” cipher. 
It is extremely simple, and thousands 
of people use it to baie folks who take 
an interest in the coutents of post 
cards. 

To use it all you have to do fs to cut 
a few oblong holes in a blank post- 
ecard, place it over the posteard you 
mean to write on and write your mes- 
sage in the Then take the upper 
eard off and write some natural read- 
ing sentences round the cipber words. 

Any inquisitive person reading the 
eard when {it renches your correspond. 
ent’s house will find a message of no 
interest whatever. Only your corre 
spondent himself—or herself—can read 
the real message, and that by placing 
on the ecard a blank card cut in exactly 
the same way as your own.—Dearson’s 
Weekly.

| LANDING AT PAKAHANGA. 


A Risky Feat and One That Sorely 
Tries the Nerves. 
Rakahanga is a little coral atoll in 


the south sen, not very far from New 


Zoalund Few people ever visit. ft, 
and to Judge from the account in Mr. 
Krank Burnett's “Through Tropie 


Seas” of the difficulties that attend a 
landing there none would care to go Aa 
second time 

At Rokahanga the feeling is that 
ent b> a toiracle can a safe passage 
Le ch what, by a stretch 
ot the ina tition, is ealled the en- 
trance to the lagoon, Imagine a once 
good entrance obstructed by a wall of 
coral vising to within a few feet of the 
surface of the water, This coral wall 
Is built by that wonderful creature, 
the coral polyp. Over it break with 
inconceivable fury huge ocean billows 
that travel with the speed of race 
horses, lashing and churning the water 
nto a milk white foam and with a 
denfening roar throwing the spray to 
such a height that it may be seen miles 
awily, 

The backwash of every breaker 
forms, on the outside of the wall of 
rock, & chasm fathoms deep, which is 
again filled up by the next rushing 
wave. ‘To cross the abyss and reach 
the quiet shelter of the lagoon is a 
difficulty that the Islander shows the 
greatest skill in surmounting, 

Ilis bout—a long, low, flat bottomed 
affair, built much like a halibut dory, 
manned Usually by six paddlers be 
sides the steersman—is brought to the 
very verge of the boiling ecaldron, and 
there it is held till the opportune mo- 
ment arrives, Since that sometimes 
does not occur for five or ten minutes 
the passenger has plenty of time to 
reflect upon his misdeeds, to survey 
the sublime scene and to wonder how 
in the world that fearful turmoil of 
water is to be crossed, 

The delay does not tend to compose 
his nerves, but if he is observant he 
will notice that about every five or 
six minutes three giant billows in 
quick succession roll majestically in 
When the last of the three haus passed 
and the chasm has been filled up the 
paddlers give a frightful yell that ter 
rifles the unsuspecting passenger al- 
tmnost to death, dig in their paddies and 
shoot the boat forward like an arrow 
from a bow, 

Before the backwash can re-empty 
the chasm the boat is across. The 
passenger has hirdly time to grasp 
how it is done before the paddlers 
have sprung to the reef and pulled 
the boat clear of the next roller, usu- 
ally a small one. 

In entering the lagoon the chief risk 
is that of an upset after crossing the 
chasm and a ducking in two or three 
feet of water, but on going out, if the 
boat does not reach the smooth water 
before the next sueceeding swell! 
breaks, woe betide it and its crew. for 
nothing will prevent its being swamp- 
ed and carried, with all hands, back 
into the awful abyss by the inrush of 
broken water, out of which only the 
strongest and most skilful swimmers 
can emerge.

EDDYSTONE LIGHTHOUSE. 


Its Massive Vertical Diss Checks the 
Wildest Seas. 

The Eddystone rocks form a very 
dangerous reef, lying in the English 
channel about fourteen miles from 
Plymouth, and here, in 1695, Henry 
Winstanley uilt the first lighthouse, 
which lasted but eight years. 

Winustanley’s tower was swept away 
by a tremendous storm, and every one 
fn it at the time, including the builder, 
was drowned, ‘Three years later Rud 
yerd'’s tower was built, only to be de 
stroyed by fire in 1755, and then came 
John Smeaton’s, 

Modern lighthouses really date from 
1759, when this third one was com- 
pleted, Smeaton’s design was faulty, 
but it served as a model for lighthouse 
construction in masonry, which has 
been followed in its general features 
ever since. ‘This lighthouse stood for 
over a century, but it was not high 
enough to keep the waves from dash 
ing the lantern and so was removed 
and the present one built in 1882 by 
James Douglass, 

At the time of the completion of the 
new lighthouse two bells weighing two 
tous each and struck by mechanical 
power were Installed for fog signal 
ing purposes. Since that date an ex- 
plosive guneotton fog signal has been 
erected, the bells being removed, Prob 
ably.the most interesting thing about 
the lighthouse now on the Eddystone 
is its solld vertical base, Heavy 
striking the massive eylindrical strue- 
ture are jmmediately broken up and 
rush around to the opposite side, spray 
alone ascending to the height of the 
luntern gallery, On the other hand, 
waves striking the old tower at its 
foundation ran up the surface, which 
presented a curved face to the wayes, 
wud, unimpeded by any projection un 
til arriving at the lantern gallery, were 
partially broken up by the cornice and 
then spent themselves In heavy spray 
over the lantern, ‘The shock to whieh 
the cornice of the gallery was exposed 
Wis sO great that stones were sole 
thes litted from their beds.—Lookout

A Story of the Medical Gold 
Storage Vaults

“Gentlemen,” said Dr. Marou to his 
fellows of the Paris Soclety of Orig- 
inal Research, “we must call a halt in 
the substitution of members of the 
human body until we can determine 
its effects. A case that has come un-

“Dr. Arnot and myself have recent- 
ly performed a double operation, or, 
rather, two different operations of the 
same character, on the same person. 
Jules Mercier, a young man of twen- 
ty-two, came to me as a patient, and 
nfler an investigation I diagnosed that 
his left kidney had become diseased 
and treated him accordingly. Despite 
the remedies I used the tissues con- 
tinued to be broken down rapidly, and 
I finally told him I must engraft a

healthy kidney in place of the dis- 
eused one or he would die. He con- 
sented, and | performed the operation, 
huving obtained a perfectly well kid- 
ney taken from the medical cold stor- 
age vaults for the preservation of 
members of the human body intended 
for grafting purposes. All I knew 
about the person to whom the kidney 
had belonged was his name, Edouard 
Gignoux, and that he had been killed 
by a falling brick while passing a 
building in process of erection. 

“The operation was eminently suc- 
cessful, the patient gaining bealth and 
strength rapidly. But hardly had he 
recovered when he was run over by an 
nutomobile and his right leg was so 
badly crushed that it was found neces- 
sury to amputiate it.

“By asmuall payment the leg 1 want- 
ed was secured within an hour after 
Charlier was executed, and with Dr. 
Arnot's valuable assistance | united it 
s0 successfully that in time the patient 
was able to walk on it with reason- 
able ease. Of course there was a great 
advantage in the man's youth, since 
his vital forces were in prime condi- 
tion for healing. During the union of 
the parts we were obliged to make but 
one rendjustment and that was where 
on artery of the grafted leg had not 
been successfully united to that of the 
stump. 

“Pardon me, gentlemen, for taking 
up your valuable time with details con- 
cerning matters with which you are 
already familiar, Time was when the 
substitution of a knee or an elbow was 
a novelty: pow we repair the human 
body as a carpenter replaces a portion 
of u house or engrafts sections of the 
tubes carrying the blood as a plumber 
puts in a few feet of lead pipe. Be- 
sides, we have the same advantages of 
muterial at hand as the builder or the 
plumber in the human organs consist- 
{ug of kidneys, lungs, stomachs, eyes, 
ears and noses contained {n our valua- 
ble collection kept as living organisms 
jn our cold storage vaults. 

“] now come to something worthy 
of your earnest attention, Young Mer 
ler bad been discharged as a patient 
but a few days when | received a visit 
from Mlle, Lucile Devereaux, who in- 
formed me that Mercier, to whom she 
Was engaged to be murried, was acting 
strangely. 1 asked ber in what respect 
und she said that while be had been 
studying the profession of the law and 
had been much interested in it since 
wy operations, though be was ready 
to be admitted to the bar, he had 
shown a great deal of repugnance to 
that profession and was banging about 
the theaters endeavoring to secure an 
engagement as an actor, 

“In a moment the idea that I an- 
nounced in the beginning of my re- 
marks flashed upon me, Could it be that 
the young man's identity bad been in 
uu measure affected by one or the other 
of the two persons whom he bad bor- 
rowed, of one a kidney, of the other a 
leg?

SPITTING VENOM. 


Snakes That Can Eject a Stream of 
Poison From Their Fangs, 

A writer in the National Geographic 
Magazine suys that some of the Afrl- 
can, not the East Indian, cobras spit 
poison at any one who disturbs therm, 

The ringhals, genus sepedon, of south- 
era Africa is a piteh black, exceedingly 
vicious cobra that receives its name 
from one or two brond white bands 
that show on the neck when the suake 
as reared tn fighting pose When he 
arches his neck to glare at the intruder 
he is able to eject tine jets of poison 
fo a distance of six or eight feet, These 
deadly streams are dangerously well 
aimed, 

The polson Is ejected by contracting 
the lower Jaw In such a fashion that 
the perinanently erect fangs overlap It. 
At a movement of the adversary the 
reptile arches his neck till the head is 
thrown backward, bringing the tips of 
the hypodermic teeth to bear. The 
muscles over the poison glands are con- 
tracted, and a thin stream of venom 
leaves ench fang. The observer ts lla- 
ble to receive the poison directly in the 
eyes, and the amount thus ejected Is 
surprising. 

The writer bas seen the entire lower 
part of a large glass panel peppered 
with tiny drops, and {In photographing 
or observing the snakes always protects 
his eyes with auto goggles. The front 
of bis camera ts often well spattered 
with tiny drops of poison, as the cobra 
becomes infuriated at the movements 
of the photograpber’s bands in focus- 
ing. 

In one of his books Theodore Roose- 
velt tells how the explorer ‘ariton was 
once struck in the eyes and nearly 
blinded by polson thus spit forth.

“But there are several accessories, 
especially the sharp vocal utterance 
arising from the violent tension of the 
larynx and the expression of the fea- 
tures, this being a more intense forta 
of the smile.

Text of the Lesson, Mark li, 1-12, 
Memory Verses, 9-11—Golden Text, 
Ps, ciii, 2, 3—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


After the healing of the leper grent 
multitudes came together to hear Him 
and to be healed by Him of thelr in 
firmities, We can hardly imagine the 
innumerable happy homes, because 
where once sickness and suffering 
ruled now all is health and peace be 
enuse of Him who, being ‘anointed 
with the Holy Ghost and with power, 
went about doing good and healing all 
that were oppressed of the devil, God 
being with Him (Acts x, 38), See in 
this verse, as in so many others, the 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit, all for 
us, and compare Rom, vill, 26, 31-34. In 
Luke vy, 16, we rend that He withdrew 
Himself into the wilderness and pray- 
ed. There was always a conscious 
oneness with the Father which we do 
not experience, because He always in 
all things pleased the Father (John 
vill, 20; Matt. xvil, 5). The healing 
of today's lesson {fs recorded in Matt. 
ix and Luke vy, as well as In Mark, 
Having returned to Capernaum, the 
people soon found {t out, and such 
crowds gathered as to prevent all ac- 
cess to the house In any ordinary way. 
Pharisees and doctors of the law from 
Galilee, Judea and Jerusalem had 
gathered to hear Him, and He preach- 
ed the word unto them, and the power 
of the Lord was present to heal them 
(verse 2; Luke vy, 17), But in thelr 
own estimation they needed no heal- 
ing, for they did not know that with 
all their learning they were wretched 
and miserable and poor and blind and 
naked (Rey. fii, 17). The religious god 
of this world, the devil, had blinded 
their minds lest the light should shine 
unto them (II Cor. fv, 4). What a con- 
trast to their proud self sufficiency and 
indifference to the welfare of others 
is seen in these four men who brought 
their palsied friend to Jesus, no doubt 
fully persuaded that if they could only 
reach Him with the sick one they 
would not need to carry him away, for 
he would certainly be healed. I have 
met people who were afraid that they 
had not come to Jesus in the right 
way, but did ever any one come to 
Him in so strange a way as this? I 
have often wondered what the Phart- 
sees and doctors thought of having the 
roof broken up over their 
we cannot help laughing within us, no 
matter how they might seowl, for the 
friends succeeded in getting him “into 
the midst before Jesus” (Luke vy, 19). 
In each of the three accounts it is 
written that Jesus shw their faith, the 
faith of the four who brought him. So 
in Matt. vili, 10; xv, 28; John iv, 50, 
it was the faith of another that 
brought health to the servant, the 
daughter and the son, May the words 
in Ps. xx, 4, 5, “Grant thee according 
to thine own heart and fulfill all thy 
counsel, * * * all thy petitions,” 
strengthen some to lay hold upon God 
for others. In Matt, ix, 2, we have the 
first “Be of good cheer" from the lips 
of the Lord. See other four in Matt. 
ix, 22; xiv, 27; John xvi, 83; Acts xxill, 
11. The four words are in the Greek, 
just one word of six letters, but what 
a word, and from Him who alone is 
able really to cheer or comfort us 
Then hear what follows, “Thy sins are 
forgiven thee.” This is what the man 
needed more than health for his body. 
I heard it for my own soul in the sum- 
mer of 1873 from I John fl, 12, with 
John 1, 12, Ifave you heard Him say 
{t to you? Lf not, why? There can 
be no real comfort without it. The 
scribes und Pharisees began to reason 
in their hearts: “This man {ts a blas 
phemer. Who can forgive sins but 
God only?" If they had thought, 
“This must be God come down to 
earth, for only God can forgive sins,” 
they would have been correct, but to 
them He was only a man, a man of 
the common people and a blasphemer. 
Knowing their thoughts, We read them 
aloud to them, and we might suppose 
that this would have led them to see 
in Him more than a mere man, but 
they were thoroughly blinded by the 
god of this world. Then, announcing 
Himself as the Son of man having 
power on earth to forgive sins, He 
said to the sick man, “Arise and take 
up thy bed and go thy way into thine 
house.” Immediately he did as he 
was bidden, and they were all amazed 
and glorified God, saying, “We never 
saw it in this fashion,” “We have seen 
strange things today" (verse 12; Luke 
vy, 26). We may imagine the four 
friends rejoicing greatly and saying to 
otbera that js what we expected. Are 
we giving the Lord cause to say to 
us, “O ye of little faith,” or, “Great is 
thy faith, be it unto thee even as thou 
wilt.” His calling Himself “Son of 
Man” might have led them to think 
of Ps. vill and of one who was to 
have all things subdued unto Him, or 
of Dan, vii, 18, 14, and of one whose 
dominion would be an everlasting 
dominion never to be destroyed, If 
we have our sins forgiven we will in 
due time have perfect bodies like His 
resurrection body (Phil, tl, 20, 21), 
that we can well afford to rejoice 
while in these mortal bodies, whether 
in health or sickness, whiting for the 
resurrection body, All miracles may 
be called acted parables, and in this 
palsied man we may see the utter 
helplessness of the sinner to do any 
thing for liioself, but Jesus Is still the 
same compissionate one and ready to 
forgive sins by virtue of His great 
sacrifice for the sins of the world.

ARTIFICIAL CAMPHOR, 


Man Does In Two Weeks What Nature 
Takes Two Years to Do, 
unless he be nw ehemist, would 
Suppose that there exists anything in 
common between the camphor of the 
onent and the turpentine obtained 
from the pine tree in the oecident? 
The two substances have no superf 
cial resemblances, their very odors be 
jung different, yet, chemically consid 
ered, there is very little difference be 
tween them. Turpentine ts composed 
of ten atoms of carbon combined with 
sixteen atoms of hydrogen, and cam 
phor has the same components, with 
the nddition of one atom of oxygen. 

The best natural camphor comes 
from Formosa, and the outbrenk of 
the Russinn-Japanese war advanced 
the price to such an extent that the 
chemists of the world were called upon 
to contrive a substitute. They 
decided that it would be more practica 
able to make an artificial camphor, 
Knowing turpentine to be the sub 
stance most nearly allied to it In chem- 
ical structure, a series of experiments 
on n very large seule was begun, A 
detailed history of these experiments 
would fill iminy volumes, Today from 
a determined quantity of turpentine 
may be obtained a fourth part of the 
welght of pure camphor, The success 
of the experiments was first known 
when the odor of camphor Issued frim 
Ket combinations, 

Today man can manufacture In the 
laboratory in fifteen days an amount 
of camphor which it takes a tree two 
yeurs to produce Paley Weekly.

Betrothal TCustome of the 
tives of New Guinea, 

So far as proposals of marriage are 
concerned, in New Guinea it Is always 
leap year, for in that Island the men 
consider it beneath their dignity to no 
tlee women, much less to make over 
tures of marriage. Consequently the 
proposing is left to the women to do. 

When the ebony belle falls In love 
with a man she sends a piece of string 
to his sister or, If he has no sister, to 
his mother or another of his lady rela 
tives. Then the lady who recelves the 
string tells the dusky masher that the 
particular damsel is In love with bim, 
No courting follows, however, for it is 
considered beneath a New Guinea gen- 
tleman’s dignity to waste time in such 
a pursuit. If the man thinks he would 
like to wed the lady he meets her alone, 
and they decide straight away whether 
to marry or drop the idea. 

In the former case the betrothal Is 
announced, The man Is then marked 
on the back with charcoal, while a 
mark Is actually cut into the woman's 
skin.

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Water as Food.

The 
foreign will first assemble at 
Hampton Roads, where, Joined by ships 
of the American navy, the entire tleet 
will be reviewed by the president of 
the United Stgtes and foreign digni- 
turies. This fleet, the largest ever 
sembled, will then proceed through the 
Panama canal to the harbor at San 
Francisco, where it will participate in 
the most spectacular naval demonstra- 
tion ever witnessed. San Francisco in 
1915 will see the flags of more nations 
than have ever been brought together 
in one place at any one time. From 
unofficial assurances now received it 1s 
anticipated that 100 foreign battleships 
in addition to those of the United 
States navy will be gathered in San 
Francisco harbor. 

A huge commemorative edifice, in 
purport like Bartholdi’s statue of Lib- 
erty, will welcome vessels from afar. 
The structure, to be known as the St. 
Francis Memorial tower, will be 850 
feet in height, with a base 220 feet 
square.

NECK TRUMPETS. 


Curious Silver Musical Inetruments 
Used by the Hindus, 

The Hindus have a number of mu 
sical instruments for which great an 
tiquity is claimed, Of these there is 
one that is very curous, not so much 
by reason of its form of structure, but 
hecnuse of the fact that it is played in 
a very peculiar manner, Tt ts not a 
stringed instrument, it is not a wind 
instrument, and it is not an instrument 
of percussion, It consists of two small 
rilver trumpets with a very delicate 
apparatus within, 

When the natives play upon this in 
atrument they invariably excite the 
greatest wonder in the foreigner, who 
is perplexed to determine how the 
player produces the sounds, for he 
does not place the Instrument to his 
lips, but adjusts {t to bis neck. Tor 
elgners have thought that a player of 
such an instrument must be a ventrilo 
quist, employing the trumpets to con 
tey a false impression. 

It appears, however, that the varia 
tions of tone are produced by the vari 
ition in the quantity of alr propelled 
through the instrument by the pulsa 
tions of the neck, 

Nothing could be more curious, it is 
said, than to witness a performance 
upon this instrument and to hear the 
soft, sweet musical sounds that ema 
hate from the silver trumpets.—Ex- 
change, 


ASSOCIATION OF IDEAS. 


Why We Tie a String Around a Finger 
to Remember Something, 

We speak of the association of ideas, 
We do not ussociite ideas in our mind, 
but we associate the mental picture 
of things—of forms and colors and 
other material qualities. We can form 
no conception of an abstract quality, 
ts goodness, except In Its association 
with a material thing.

CURIOUS USES FOR PAPER, 


Boma of Them Are Bullets and Boats, 
Houses and Even Stoves, 
Paper can be made from nearly any- 
thing, and nearly anything ean be 

made from paper, 

With compressed paper are made 
wheels, rails, cannon, horseshoes, pol 
ishers for gems, bicycles and asphalt 
ed tubes for gas or electric wires, 

With wood pulp and zine sulphate 
there has been an attempt in Berlin 
to make artificial bricks for paving 
After subjecting them to a pressure of 
».000 tons per cuble centimeter they 
are baked for forty-elght hours. In 
similar fashion are made roofing tiles 
and water pipes Telegraph poles 
made of rolled sheets of paper are 
hollow, lighter than wood and resist 
wether well, 

In Japan they make of paper cloth 
ing, window frames, lanterns, umbrel- 
las, handkerchiefs, artificial leather, 
ete. In the United States and even 
in Germany are made paper coffins 
In Germany they make paper barrels, 
vases and milk bottles. 

Straw hats may now be bought into 
which enters not an atom of straw 
they are made of narrow paper strips 
dyed yellow Artificial sponges are 
ninde of cellulose or paper pulp. One

per stove which Is said to have stood 
tire well. Cellulose may be used 
to prepare a waterproof coating that 
timiy be applied ke paint. Whole 
bave been built of paper. In 
Norway there ts a church holding 1,000 
persons built entirely of it, even to 
the belfry.—London Tit Bits.

Text of the Lesson, Mark ii, 13-22. 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Golden Text, 
Mark ii, 17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


The call of Matthew, the first part 
of today’s lesson, is found In Matthew 
umd Luke, as well as in Mark, But 
the rest of the lesson, including 
Matthew's entertainment, and the par- 
of the new and old cloth and 
the new and old wine are found only 
in Mark and Luke. In all the acts 
and words of Jesus we must see God 
the Father, remembering such words 
as these: “I can of mine ownself do 
nothing.” “The Father who sent Me 
gave me a commandment, what I 
should say and what I should speak.” 
“The Father who dwelleth in me, He 
doeth the works’’ (John vy, 30; xil, 
49; xiv, 10). His compassion upon the 
multitude and His readiness to teach 
them, no matter how weary He was, 
is our example that we may follow 
His steps in this as well as in His 
meekness and patience (I Pet. fl, 21). 

Matthew the publican (Matt. x, 3), 
or Levi, as he is called by Mark and 
Luke, may have been turning to 
Christ in his heart, as probably Zac- 
cheus did, while continuing with 
doubt in his unpopular calling and 
longing to be done with it. We might 
infer this from the readiness with 
which he left all and rose up and fol- 
lowed Jesus. Many are still being 
called, but few are ready to follow so 
promptly. Something of Matthew's 
gratitude because Jesus called him 1s 
seen in the great feast which he made 
for Jesus in his own house, Inviting a 
great company of publicans and sin- 
ners thereto. To see Him eat with 
publicans and sinners was to the self 
righteous Pharisees a great stumbling 
block, for it was their way to have no 
fellowship with such nor any love for 
their souls, rather to pass by on the 
other side of the street and to say, 
“God, I thank Thee that I am not as 
other men * * * or even as_ this 
publican” (Luke xviii, 11), They never 
said anything more beautiful or true 
concerning Him than when they sald, 
“This man recelveth sinners and eat- 
eth with them” (Luke xv, 2). The 
words of Jesus to them at this time 
are both a parable and its explanation, 
the parable being, “They that are 
whole have no need of the physician, 
but they that are sick,” and His ex- 
planation of it, “I come not to call the 
righteous, but sinners, to repentance.” 
These words and those concerning the 
old and new cloth and wine are found 
also in Matt. ix, 10-17, and seeming- 
ly in the sume connection as here, 
but according to the gospel harmony 
the record in Matthew. referred to a 
later jneident. Be that as it may, His 
words are more than time or place, 
and we know that He did repeat some 
of His words—as, for example, the 
Sermon on the Mount and the Sermon 
on the Plain (Matt. vy to vil and Luke 
vi, 17-49). 

The righteous whom He did not 
come to call are spoken of in Luke 
xviil, 9, as “certain ones which trusted 
in themselves that they were righteous 
and despised others.” We know that 
in the matter of true righteousness, 
us God sees it and desires It, “there is 
none righteous—no, not one." But 
there are those who, “being {ignorant 
of God's righteousness and = going 
about to establish their own righteous- 
ness, do not submit themselves to the 
righteousness of God" (Rom. ill, 10; 
x, 3).

POSTAGE STAMPS 


The Story of Their Making Is an 
Interesting One. 


ENGRAVING THE STEEL DIES. 


How This Delicate Work Is Done and 
the Processes by Which the Designs 
Are Transferred to the Plates—Print- 
ing and Gumming the Sheets. 


The manufacture of postage stamps 
Involves a process not altogether sim 
ple. There is much labor given to the

making of the little wafers with which 
everybody is so familiar, The first 
step toward the production of the 
stamp is, of course, the engraving of 
the die with which it is printed, Only 
steel of the finest quality is used for 
the purpose, and upon this the engrav- 
ers slowly and laboriously eut line by 
Hine the portrait or the emblem that 
the government has selected for the 
particular stamp in hand. 

Engravers call this die u “negative, 
for the reason that it is a reversal of 
the design that the stamp will exhibit. 

Upon the completion of the die 
proofs are “pulled."| | Should these 
prove satisfactory the die is then 
hardened and fixed in the bed of a 
press of great power. Then a steel 
roller whose circumference is several 
times the diameter of the die is pass 
ed over it, immense pressure being 
upplied, so that every line cut on the 
surface of the die may be Impressed 
upon that of the roller as many 
times as the circumference of the 
roller is larger than the urea of the 
die. The result is that there are re 
produced on the roller four perfect 
copies of the die, but copies that are | 
reversed. Mngravers call these impres 
sions “positives.” 

The next step is to harden the roller 
in order that it may give the impres 
sions once more, this time to the plate 
from which the real printing is to be 
obtained, his plate, which is also of 
the finest steel, of a size large 
enough to print a sheet of stamps, 
numbering from 200 to 800, at a single 
impression. Great pressure is brought 
to bear upon the surface of this plate, 
once for each stamp in the subsequent 
sheet, and then the plate is hardened 
It follows, of course, that such impres 
sions are and that the 
prints obtained from them—the stamps 
themselves—are “positives,” 

It should be stated at this point that 
the reason why the printing is done in 
this way instead of from a single dic | 
lies in the fact that such enormous 
numbers of stamps are required, Then, 
too, the printing could not be done from 
the roller, inasmuch as on the roller the 
lines are in “relief instead of being 
“incised.” furthermore, it would not 
be practicable to employ several dies 
or a great number of them engraved 
The expense would be too great, and 
no two stumps would be absolutely 
alike, 

When the workmen have obtained 
three satisfactory printing plates these 
ure fustened to the bed of a special 
kind of printing press. Pecullar care is 
exercised in the of inking 
Upon the starting of the machinery the 
first plate is inked and wiped automat. 
ically until the plate fairly shines. This | 
Wiping takes uway all the ink except 
that whieh to the lines of the 
200 or SOU engravings. 

The printers lay over the plate a sheet 
of dampened paper, a slight degree of 
heat is applied to the plate in order | 
the ink may “swell,” and then 
more pressure is applied.

George Owen, lord of WKkemes, a |

The liquor situation demands 
favorable action on this petition 
by the City Council. 

At the municipal election last 
December the sale of intoxicating 
liquers was prohibited in Woburn, 
A strong ‘‘No License” verdict 
was rendered at the polls. No 
persons or class of business were 
excmpted from the operations of 
the vote. 

Now, all that the City Council 
have to do about it is to obey the 
mandate of the people, live up to 
the law, and grant the above peti- 
tion.

Smith of Boston, listed in Directory 
for 1860, as a caterer, 16 Brattle 
Street; for *trediculous,” read ‘‘ridicu- 
lous” (uncorrected proof) ; and in No 
Ll, for ‘tbase,’’ read ‘baes” (in 
music ) 

The tall private of the * Phalanx” 
(1859) Joho Winning, died at Fort 
Plain, N. Y, (Journal, Oct. 20, 
1905 ) For fifty years he had been a 
resident of Fort Piaio, where be was 
greatly respectod. He was born in 
Woburn, April 28, 1882, unmarried, 
and left the Winning Home in Woburn, 
founded by hia brother, William H. 
Winning, « generous bequest. 

A correspondent calla attention to 
the fact that Woburn was settled in ex- 
pectation of obtaining mineral wenlth, 
uvrealized hope. Attempts were 
made to dig into its soil for valuable 
ore with meagre results; and small 
quantities of silver were mined near 
Cross Street in the seventeen hundreds, 
aod made into small articles, which 
were long preserved as heirlooms. The

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Foot Soldiers Who Travel Thirty Miles 
an Hour, 

One of the most fascinating military 
sights in the js to wateh Nor 
wegian infantry, motinted on skis, 
traveling and maneuvering. Even with 
rifle and full marching kit on his back 
n Norwegian soldier, when equipped 
with bis snowshoes, can travel at thir 
ty miles an bour on a slight grade, and 
even on level ground be cun cover from 
fifteen to twenty miles an hour. The 
skis used by the Norwegian soldiers 
consist of flat pleces of wood eight feet 
to twelve feet long and four and one 
half to six inches broad. The Norwe 
gian infantryman is trained from child 
hood in the use of skis, and his skill ts 
such that he can giide in and out of 
the trees without a crackle to betray 
his whereabouts 

When marching orders are sounded 
the lender swings out and keeps up ua 
hot pace. Once in sight of a supposed 
enemy a pile of snow is quickly scooped 
up. and ensconced behind this simple 
but effective protection the skiman can 
tuke pot shots at the foe. 

During some recent maneuvers in 
which 10,000 infantrymen participated 
the value of skis as an adjunct in war- 
fare was clearly demonstrated, Over 
roads piled so high with snow that cav- 
alry would have been unable to make 
any progress whatever, the infantry, 
mounted on their skis, covered from 
twenty to thirty miles an hour without 
mishap of any kind. Of course, it 
would be practically {mpossible in most 
instances for the artillery, with their 
heavy guns, to follow the infantry over 
the snow elad roads and passes, but for 
skirmishing and scouting sk! running 
soldiers are extremely valuable. 


ODD MARRIAGE LAWS. 


Lovers In Some Lands Meet Many Bar- 
riers to Matrimony. 

In Norway no clergyman may per 
form a marriage ceremony unless both 
parties prove that they have been yae 
einated or have had smallpox. In the 
same country a guardian may retain 
his ward's goods and chattels if she 
should marry without his consent. Mar- 
rlauges between one of orthodox faith 
and a non-Christian are forbidden. 

Parental consent is necessary to mar 
tlage in Russia, and if the prospective 
bridegroom has insulted his parents or 
grandparents or the bride's parents or 
grandparents thelr pardon must be ob- 
tuined to make the marriage legal. 

This rule of obtaining parental con- 
sent when the partles are minors ob 
tulns in nearly every country, and in 
some of them the consent of grand- 
parents is necessary. Divorce does not 
dissolve the matrimonial bond in most 
Latin countries. 

Marrlage laws sanctioned by the 
Byzantine emperors are still in force 
in Greece. There are many conditions 
that prohibit marriage there. 

Practically any reason that would 
justify the belfef that the marriage 
would be unhappy, such as riotous or 
Immoral conduct on the purt of one of 
the applicants for a Heense, is a bar 
to marriage in Peru, where marked 
disparity in class and social condition 
is recognized us an impediment, 

Proved immorality and lack of suffi- 
clent means to support a wife serve as 
a bar in Austria. While a marriage be 
tween a Christian and a non-Christian 
is illegal in Austria, a chunge of faith 
after marriage in such cases does not 
validate the union. —San Francisco 
Bulletin
